mies of either, and ſhall oppoſe and hinder them as 
far as lies in their Power: Nor ſhall it be lawful for 
either of the Confederates, by himſelf, or by any 
other Perſons whomſoever, to negotiate, or attempt 
any thing to the Hurt or Diſad vantage of the other's 
Lands or Dominions whatſoever, any where, either 
by Land or Sea; nor ſhall he by any means protect 
the Enemies or Rebels to the Prejudice of the other 
Confederate, nor receive or admit into lis Domi- 
nions any Rebel or Traitor, who ſhall make any 
Attempt againſt the Eſtate of the other ; much leſs 
mall he afford them any Advice, Aid or Counte- 
nance, or ſuffer any, Advice, Aſſiſtance or Favour 
to be given them by his Subjects, People and Inha- 


bitants. 


III. The faid Kings and Kingdoms ſhall with all 


Candour and Dihgence take all the Care poſſible, 
that the Impediments which have hitherto inter- 
rupted the Freedom of Navigation and Commerce, 
not only between both Nations, but alſo through- 
out the Dominions, Countries, Seas and Rivers of 
both, with other People and Nations, be remov d. 
And they ſhall ſincerely endeavour to aſſert, eſta- 
bliſh, defend and promote the aſoreſaid Freedom of 
Navigation and Commerce on both ſides, againſt 
all Diſturbers of it whomſoever, by the Methods 
agreed on in this Treaty, or by ſuch as may here- 
after be agreed on; and ſhall not ſuffer any thing 
to be done or committed contrary to this Treaty,

IV. It ſhall. be free for both df the ſaid Confede- 
rates, and their Inhabitants and Subjects, to enter 
by Land or Sea into the Kingdoms, — Pro- 
vinces, Territo ies, Iſlands, Cities, Villages, jaar 
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wall'd or unwall'd, fortify'd or unfortiſy d, Hat- 
ours, Dominions or Jurſſ lictions whatſoever, freely

V. Neither the Merchants, Captainsof Ships, Maſ-

VI. But if one or more Ships of either of the

VII. For the like Reaſon, if any one or more 
Ships, public or private, of either of the Confede- 
rates, or his Subjects and Inhabitants, have run 
aſhore, been caſt away, or (which God forbid) fuf- 
fer'd any Wreck, or Loſs whatſoever, or ſhall ſuf- 
fer any hereafter, the Sufferers ſhall. be kindly and 
friendly reliev'd, and have ſuch Aſſiſtance for a 
proper Premium, that whatſoever remains of the 

reck; may be preſerv'd and reſtor'd to the 
Owners and Proprietors ; provided they or their 
Attorneys or Prottors lay claim to the ſaid Ships 
and Goods within twelve Months after the Wreck 
happen'd ; ſaving always the Laws and Cuſtoms * 
horh Nations 
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VIII. That if the Subjects and Inhabitants of 
either of the Confederates, whether they be Mer- 
chants with their Factors, Servants, Captains and 
Maſters of Ships, Mariners, or whether they are 
Travellers or Reſidents in the Dominions of the 
other Confederate, or Agents in their Name in any 
Court of Juſtice, either for the Recovery of their 
Debts, or other lawful Reaſons, if they want the 
Aſſiſtance of the Magiſtrates they ſhall have it with 
ſpeed, and according to the Equity of the Cauſe, 
and Juſtice ſhall be adminiſter d without tedious 
and unneceſſary Delays. They ſhall in no ſort, nor 
under any Pretence be hinder'd, but find all the moſt 
friendly Offices in the Diſpatch of their Affairs, in 
the Purchaſe and Sale of Goods, in the Payments 
to be made for them, and in performing their Jour- 
neys. It ſhall alſo be free for them on both Sides, as 
they paſs and repaſs on the Shores, or to and from 
the Ships, Harbours, and public Places of either 
Confederate, to Arms in their own Defence ; 
provided they don't give the Governors 'and Ma- 
giſtrates of any Place whatſoever, any juſt Suſpicion 
that they are in a Plot againſt the Peace of the 
Public, or of private Perſons. And whoſoever be- 
haves modeſtly ſhall in a ſpecial Manner be pro- 
teted from all Injury, Violence and Trouble. 

IX. It ſhall be lawful for the ' ſaid Confederates, 
and the People and Subjects of both, to buy and 
export out of the reſpective Countries, Dominions 
and Kingdoms of either, all Manner of Arms and 
military Equipage, and ſafely and freely to carry 
their Ships to any Ports, Havens and Shores of 
either, there to ſtay, and thence to depart; pro- 
vided they behave modeſtly, bly, and agreeably 
to the Laws and Cuſtoms of each Place, and do not 
in any reſpe& hinder the Freedom of Commerce.

7. That they ſhall in all reſpects live and behave 
modeſtly, and conformably to the Laws and Cuſ- 
toms of every Place, and have ſpecial Regard to 
the reciprocal Friendſhip between the Confederates, 
If either of the Confederates ſhall think it advan- 
tageous or neceſſary, to enter the Ports of the other 
Confederate with a greater Number of Ships, and 
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to enjoy the Conveniencies thereof, he ſhall ſigrify 
the fame to his Confederate two Months before- 
hand, during which time the Ways and Means of 
admitting the ſame ſhall be ſettled; but᷑ if the Ships 
of either are drove into the Ports of the other for 
avoiding Tempeſts er Enemies, in ſuch Caſe the 
Reaſon of their Coming ſhall' be notify d to the Go- 
vernor or chief Magiſtrate of the Place; nor ſhall 
they ſtay there longer than the Time granted by the

X. It ſhall be lawful for any of the Subjects and 
Inhabitants of Sweden whatſoever, to travel in Eng- 
land and all the Dominions thereof, and to paſs 
thro* the ſame by Land or Sea at pleaſure, to any 
other Nations whatſoever, and to renew Commerce 
with them, and freely to traffick in all kinds of

Altho' the foregoing Articles of this Treaty, 
and the Laws of Friendſhip do forbid, that either 
of the Confederates ſhall give Aid and Supplies to 
the Enemies of the other, yet it is by no means to 
be underſtood, that that Confederate, with his Sub- 
jets and Inhabitants, who is not a Party in War, 
{hall be deny'd the Liberty of Trade and Naviga- 
tion with the Enemies of that Confederate, who is 
involv'd in ſuch War; provided only that no Goods 
calFd contraband, and eſpecially Money, no Provi- 
ſions, nor Arms, nor Bombs with their Fuſees and

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other Appurtenances, , no Fire-balls, Gun-powder, 
Matches, Cannon Balls, Spears, Swords, Lances, 


Pikes, Halberds, Guns, Mortars, Petards, Grana- 


does, Muſket Reſts, Bandaliers, Salt-petre, Muſ- 
kets, Muſket Bullets, Helmets, Head-pieces, Breaſt- 
plates, Coats of Mail, commonly call'd Cuiraſſes, 


and the like kind of Arms, nor Soldiers Horſes with 


their Furniture, nor Piſtols, Belts, or any other In- 
ſtruments of War, nor Ships of War and Guard- 
ſhips, be carry*d to the Enemies of the other Con- 
tederate, on the Penalty of being made Prize with- 
out Hopes of Redemption, if they are ſeiz'd by 
the other Confederate, Nor ſhall either of the Con- 
tederates permit, that the Rebels or Enemies of the 
other be aſſiſted by the Endeavours of any of his 
Subjects, or that their Ships be ſold, lent, or in any 
manner made uſe of by the Enemies or Rebels of 
either, to his Diſadvantage or Detriment. But it 
ſhall be lawful for either of the Confederates, and 
his People or Subjects, to trade with the Enemies 
of the other, and to carry them any Merchandize 
whatſoever {excepting what is above excepted) with- 
out any Impediment; provided they are not carry'd 
to thoſe Ports or Places which are beſieg'd by the 
other, in which Caſe they ſhall have free Leave ei- 
ther to ſell their Goods to the Beſiegers, or to re- 
pair with them to any other Port which is not be- 
ſieg'd. 

XII. For the evading of all Suſpicion and Collu- 
ſion, leſt the free Navigation or Intercourſe of one 
of the Confederates and his Subjects and Inhabitants 
by Land or Sea, with other Nations, while the other 
Confederate is at War, ſhould be carry'd on to the 


Prejudice of the other Confederate, and leſt the 


Enemies Goods and Merchandize ſhould be con- 
cealed under the Diſguiſe of the Goods of Friends, 
A is ſtipulated that all Ships, Carriages, Wares and

Therefore, when the Merchandize, Goods, Ships 
or Men of either of the Confederates: and his Sub- 
jects and Inhabitants, ſhall meet, or be met in the 
open Sea, in Harbours, Havens; Countries, or 
other Places whatſoever, by Men of War or Priva- 

teers, 
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teers, or by the Suhjects and Inhabitants of the 
other Confederate, after producing only their Safe- 


Conducts and Certificates aforeſaid, nothing further 


ſhall be demanded of them, no Inquiry whatſoever 


mall be made into the Goods, Ships or Men, much 


leſs ſhall they be injur*d, damag'd or moleſted, but 
ſhall be freely let go to proſecute their Voyage and 
Purpoſe. But if this ſolemn and ſtated Form of 
the Certificate be not produced, or there be any 
other juſt and urgent Cauſe of Suſpicion, why this 
Ship ought to be ſearch'd, which ſhall only be 
deem'd juſtifiable in this Caſe, and not otherwiſe, 
then if the Goods of the Enemy are found in the 
Ships of the Confederate, that Part only which be- 
longs to the Enemy ſhall be made Prize, and the 
other which belongs to the Confederate ſhall be im- 
mediately reſtor d.

If any thing 
be done by either Party contrary to the genuine 
Meaning of this Article, both of the Confederates 
ſhall take care that the ſevereſt Puniſhment, due to 
the moſt heinous Crimes, be inflicted on ſuch of his 
Subjects and Inhabitants as are the Offenders, for their 
Contempt and Tranſgreſſion of the Royal Com- 
mands; and that plenary and immediate Satisfac- 
tion be made to the injur*d Confederate for all Loſs 
and Expences, of which the moſt ſummary Proof 
ſhall be admitted by the other Confederate, or his 
Subjects and Inhabitants, without the intricate 
Quirks of the Law. 

XIII. Neither of theſe Confederates ſhall ſuffer 


the Ships, Veſſels, Goods or Merchandize of the 


other, -or of his People or Subjects, which are taken 
at Sea or elſewhere, by Enemies or Rebels, to. be 
brought into his Ports and Dominions, but ſhall 
publickly forbid any thing of that kind to be done.

Paſſengers, ſhall, as ſoon as they arrive, be imme- 
diately ſet at Liberty, together with as'many of the 
Priſoners, Subjects of either Kingdom, as ſhalt be 
brought thither; nor ſhall he permit the faid Ship 
and Veſſel to ſtay in that Harbour, but ſhall com- 
mand the ſaid Ship, with her Goods, Merchandize 
and Lading, immediately to leave the Port. Pro- 
vided nevertheleſs; that nothing in this Article be 
turn'd to the Prejudice of the Alliances formerly 
enter'd into by either of the Confederates with other 
Nations; and where theſe things don't interfere, the

XIV. If it ſhall alſo happen hereafter, while this 
Friendſhip and Alliance ſubſiſts, that any of the 
People and Subjects of either of the Confederates, 
does or endeavours any thing contrary to this Trea- 
ty, or any Part thereof, by Land, Sea, or in any 
Waters, this Friendſhip, Treaty and Covenant be- 
tween the ſaid Confederates, ſhall not on that Ac- 
count be interrupted or diſſolv'd, but ſhall never 
theleſs continue and remain intire. And thoſe pri- 
vate Perſons only ſhall ſuffer Puniſhment, who ſhall 
violate this Treaty ; and they who receive Injury, 
ſhall have Right and Juſtice adminiſter'd, and Sa- 
tisfaction made to them for all their Loſs and In- 
jury, within twelve Months after the Demand of 
ſuch Reſtitution. But if ſuch Delinquents and Per-

Whereas therefore it is the principal End 
of this Treaty, that ſuch a Freedom of N 
and Commerce as is deſcrib'd in the foregoing, Ar- 
ticles may be and remain on both ſides, to both the 
Confederates, their Subjects and Inhabitants in the 
Baltick, the Sound, the Northern, Weſtern, Britiſb 
and Mediterranean Seas, and the Channel, and all 
the other Seas of Europe, both ſides ſhall ſincerely 
contribute their joint Advice, Aid and Aſſiſtance, 
that the ſaid mutual Freedom of Navigation and 
Commerce may be eſtabliſh'd and promoted in all 
the ſaid Seas and Friths, and (if there be Occaſion) 
that it be defended againſt all Diſturbers, who ſhall

I. FT is agreed and concluded, that there ſhall be 
| a ſincere, true and hearty. Friendſhip, Peace 
and Confederacy between the two Kings, their 
Heirs and Succeſſors, and their Kingdoms, Provin- 
ces and Principalities, Subjects and Vaſſals, of all 
Ranks, Degrees and Conditions, both now and for 
ever hereafter; as well by Land, as by Sea or Ri- 
vers, freſh Waters, and every where elle. 

II. That if either of the ſaid Kings, their Heirs 
and Succeſſors, ſhall happen to know that any thing 
is done, ſollicited or treated of, which may tend to 
the Damage of the other, he ſhall be oblig'd, as 
ſoon as ever it comes to his Knowledge, to diſcover 
it to the other; and, as far as lies in his Power, to 
hinder it; | | 

III. The ſaid Kings promiſe religiouſly for them- 
ſelves, their Heirs and Succeſſors reſpectively, that 
they will never furniſh the Enemies of either with 
any military Supply, nor permit their Subjects, of 
whatſoever Rank and Condition they are, to give 
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Chines, Guns, Ships, and other Neceſſaries for ma- 


king War, or cauſe them to be furniſh'd by others 


and if any of the Subjects of the ſaid Kings pre-

IV. Whereas the King of Great Britain is affect- 
ed with a grateful Remembrance of that extraordi- 
nary Friendſhip which the King of Denmark ſhew'd 
to him in his Adverſity, and how many Evils both 
his Majeſty and his Kingdoms fuffer'd on that Ac- 
count, the King of Great Britain therefore promi- 
ſeth, and hereby declares, that he will not only al- 
ways inviolably obſerve the Treaty and ſincere 
Friendſhip with the King of Denmark, &c. and 
include him in all Treaties which he enters into 
hereafter with any Prince or State whatſoever, but 
alſo oblige all that he can, to perform all the Offi- 
ces of Friendſhip: to the King of Denmark, and to 
be favourable to his Aﬀairs.

ſhall require, in ſuch Manner that the Aggreſſors 
may evidently perceive, and be fully aſſur d, that 
the King of Great Britain will in no Cafe ſuffer the 
King of Denmark to be in any Reſpect moleſted or 
depriv'd of any Part of his Kingdoms and Domi- 
nions, or in any Meaſure oppreſs d, if the ſaid King 
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of Great Britain can poſlibly hinder and avert it with 
all his Arms and Forces. 

V. It is alſo agreed, that neither of the ſaid

It is alſo agreed and concluded, that if any 
Shipwreck happen on the Coaſts of either King, the 
Sufferer ſhall freely claim the Ship and Goods fo caſt 
away and ſhatter d, together with her Cargo; ſa- 
ving the Rights of every Place; and the Inhabitants 
thereof ſhall be oblig'd, for a reaſonable Reward, to 
be aſſiſting to the Sufferers in ſaving what can be 
ſav'd of the Wreck. 

IX. If the Subjects of either King are hurt, in- 
jur'd or damag'd in the Territories of the other, 
chen the King of that Place where the = ry is 
committed, ſhall take care that Juſtice be ſpeedily 
adminiſter'd according to the Laws and Cuſtoms of 
the Country ; and that whoever has committed the 
Offence or Injury ſhall have condign Puniſhment, 
and make Reparation for the Damage ſuſtain d.

Both Parties ſhall cauſe Juſtice and Equity 
to be adminiſter'd to the Subjects and People of 
each other, according to the Laws and Statutes of 
ſuch Country, ſpeedily, and without tedious and 
unneceſſary Formalities and Expences, in all Cauſes 
and Controverſies, whether thoſe now depending, or

XVII. It is alſo agr d concluded, that all 
the Ships of the King of England, and his Subjects 
and Inhabitants, together with all their Merchan-

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dize, which fail beyond the Fort of Gluchſtadt, or 
the other Places and Towns in the Dominion of the 
King of Denmark, ſituate on the Bank of the Elbe,

XVIII. It is alſo agreed, that Fir-trees, Maſts, 
and all the other ſorts of Timber, after they are 
once put on board the Ships of the Subjects or In- 
habitants of the King of England, &c. ſhall be ſub- 


ject to no farther Viſitation, but all Viſitation or 


Search ſhall be made before- hand; and all Oak or 
any other prohibited Timber ſhall be ſtopt on the

XIX. For the greater Security of Commerce and 


Freedom of Navigation it is agreed and concluded, 
that neither Party ſhall, if it be in their Power,

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fort, to harbour in any Ports of either's Kingdom 
or Country; nor ſhall either ſuffer any of his Inha- 
bitants or People to receiye them under their Roof, 
to furniſh them with Proviſions, or to give them 
any Manner of Afiſtance, but on the contrary ſhall 
do his Endeavour, that the ſaid Pirates and Rob-

XX. It is agreed and concluded, that there ſhall 
be always free Acceſs for the Subjects and People 
of both to the Harbours and Coaſts of the other 
Confederate ; and it ſhall be lawful for them to ſtay 
therein, and from thence to return and paſs through 
all the Seas and Territories whatſoever of both Kings 
reſpectively, (without doing any Damage or Preju- 
dice) not only with Merchant-Ships and Veſſels of 
Burden, but alſo with Men of War; whether they 
are Ships of the State, or ſuch as are commiſſionꝰd 
by private Perſons ; whether they are drove in by 
Streſs of Weather, or for avoiding the Danger of 
the Sea; whether to repair their Ships or to buy 
Proviſions ; on condition they don't exceed the 
Number of fix Men of War, if they enter of their 
own Accord, nor ſtay longer in or about the Har- 
bours than ſhall be needful for the Repair of the 
Ship, buying Proviſions or other Neceſſaries. And 
if upon Occaſion they ſhall offer to go to ſuch Ports 
with a greater Number of Men of War, it ſhall

XXII. It is alſo agreed and concluded, that all 
the Ships and Merchants of England in their Paſſage 
thro' the Sound, ſhall enjoy the Benefit and Privi- 
lege of the moſt ſerene King of Denmark and Vor- 
way in the ſame Manner with reſpect to the defer- 
ing of the Payment of the Cuſtoms till their Re- 
turn, which every one has enjoy'd of late Years ;

XXIV. It is alſo agreed, that if the Dutch, or 
any other Nation whatſoever, the Swedes excepted, 
has hitherto obtain'd or ſhall hereafter obtain from 
the King of Denmark and Norwoy any better Arti- 
cles, Conventions, Exemptions and Privileges than 
what are contain*d in this Treaty, the ſame or the 
like ſhall be communicated and effectually granted, 
freely and fully, to the King of England and his 
Subjects; and on the contrary, that if the Datch or 
any other Nation whatſoever has obtain'd or ſhall 
hereafter obtain of the King of England any better 
Articles, Conventions, Exemptions and Privileges

Ning of 
England, and the Baſſa and Divan of Algier, 
Made the 3d of May, 1662. 


I. HAT from henceforwards and for ever 

there ſhall be a good and firm Peace be- 
twixt his Majeſty the King of Great Britain, &c. 
and the Baſſa, Divan and Governors of Algier, and 
the Domains thereon depending; and the Vaſſals, 
Subjects and People of both Parties ſhall not offend 
or danger each other, but treat one another with all 
the Reſpect and Friendſhip poſſible: And all the 
Ships belonging to the King of Great Britain, or 
any of his Subjects, may freely come into the Ports 
of Agier, and there buy and ſell as in Times pre- 
ceding, as alſo into all the other Ports depend 
on the Government of Alger, paying the Duties of 
10 per Cent. as heretofore; and no body under the 
Juriſdiftion of Agier, ſhall do or ſay any thing a- 
gainſt his Majeſty's Subjects. 

II. That all the Ships which belong as well to his 
Britannick Majeſty, as to any of his Subjects, and 
thoſe alſo which belong to the Algerines, may pals

HEREAS the King of England and his 
People were inclin'd to make a Peace with 
us, and Vice-Admiral Lawſon came hither fully in- 
ſtructed for that Purpoſe from the King, together 
with nine Ships, and caſting Ancher near Apier, 
ſent ſome of his principal Officers aſhore, who ſpake 
as follows; Praiſe and Glory be to God: Gentle- 
men and Friends, we have liv'd with you in bro- 
_ © therly Love and Peace both by Land and Sea, 
in ſuch Manner, that we traded together quietly z 
but whereas at length we were, without any Fault 
of ours, again embroil'd in a War with each other 
only by reaſon of ſome little Diſtaſtes that aroſe; 
and whereas ſome fatal or bloody Battles were 
< fought: between us, for this Reaſon our King has 
again given it in Command to our Vice-Admiral, 
that he would eſtabliſn a good and firm Peace 
« with your Men, which we now intend to conclude 
upon equal Terms, and if you pleaſe, we will pro- 
© poſe them to you.“ To that end they had free 
Leave from the Senate of this City.

HERE As by the Bleſſing of Almighty 
God, for the mutual Safety of the two 
Parues, as well as the common Good of Chriſten- 
dem, a perpetual defenſive Treaty was concluded 
and ſigned on the 23d Day of January laſt paſt, 
between the moſt ſerene and moſt potent Prince 
Charles II. and the High and Mighty Lords the 
States General of the United Netherlands, with Sti- 
pulation of conſiderable Succours to be mutually 
given by the Parties, as well by Sea as Land: And 
'whereas the ſaid King and States did on the ſame 
Day, and by another Inſtrument, readily enter into 
à ſolemn Treaty and Agreement for compoſing the 
Affairs of their Neighbours and reſtoring Peace to 
Chriſtendom ; ſo as nothing ſeems now Reg, 
that can at any Time hereafter interrupt a Friend- 
ſhip and Alliance renewed with ſo equal Deſires, 
unleſs ſuch Controverſies as may otherwiſe hereafter

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happen to ariſe about determining the different Sorts 
and Natures of Merchandize, which being left du-

X. In like Manner, if any of the Ships belong- 
ing to either one or the other of the Allies, their 
People and Subjects, ſhall run upon Sand-Banks, 
or be ſhipwreck' d (which God forbid) within the 
Bounds of the Coaſts or Dominions of the other, 
or ſuffer any Damage there, the Perſons that ſhall 
be ſhipwreck'd or thrown aſhore, ſhall by no means 
be .detain'd Priſoners; but on the contrary, all 
Manner 
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Manner of Aſſiſtance and Succour ſhall be given 
them upon fuch Accidents, and they ſhall have 
Paſſports granted for the Return, and free and 
peaceable Paſſage of all of them to their on 
Country. . 

XI. But when it ſhall ſo happen, that the Ships 
either of the one or the other Party, as aforefaid, 
ſhall be forc'd into the Ports and Havens of the 
other, thro' the Perils of the Sea, or ſome other ut- 
gent Neceſſity, in cafe they are three or four toge- 
ther, and may give juſt Grounds of Suſpicion, they 
are, as ſoon as they arrive there, to let the Gover- 
nor or the chief Magiſtrate of the Place know the

1674. 


I. TT is agreed and concluded, that from this Day 
there ſhall be a firm, ſincere and inviolable 
Peace, Union and Friendſhip between the moſt 
ſerene and moſt potent King of Great Britain, and 
the High and Mighty Lords the States General of 
the United Netherlands, and their reſpective Subjects 
in all the Countries, Dominions and Places whatſo- 
ever of both Parties in Europe, or any other Part 
of the World. | | A 
II. And to the end that this true Union between 
the ſaid moſt ſerene Lord the King of Great Britain 
and the ſaid Lords the States General, may the 
ſooner take Effect, it is agreed and concluded by 
them, that immediately after the Promulgation of 
this Treaty of Peace all Acts of Hoſtility ſhall be 
prohibited on both ſides; nor ſhall any Writ, Com- 
miſſion or Inſtruction be granted or promoted, or in 
any manner permitted by either Party, privately or 
publickly, directly or indirectly, to infeſt, invade, 
attack or deſpoil the Subſtance, Domirions or Sub- 
jects of either; but on the contrary, the Subjects of 
bo'h Nations ſhall be ſtrictly commanded, that in

fix Weeks, from the Soundings to Tangier ; nor after 
the End of ten Weeks, in the Ocean, the Mediter- 
ranean, or elſewhere between the ſaid City of Tan- 
ier and the Line; nor after the Expiration of eight 
onths, in any Country of the World; and what- 
ſoever Acts of Hoſtility ſhall be committed after the 
Expiration of the Terms aforeſaid, under Pretext 
of any former Commiſſion, Letters of Reprizal, or 
the like, ſhall be deem'd illegal, and the Authors 
ſhall be puniſh*d as Violaters of the publick Peace. 
IV. The ſaid States General of the United Pro-

ſingular the Ships and Veſſels whatſoever belonging 
to the ſaid United Provinces, whether Ships of War 
or others, whether in Squadrons or ſingle Ships, 
which happen to meet any Ships or Veſſels whatſo- 
ever belonging to the moſt ſerene King of Great 
Britain, whether one or more, catrying his Britan- 
nick Majeſty's Flag called the Fack, in any of the 
Seas from Cape Finifterre to the middle Point of 
Land in Norway, called Van Staten, the ſaid Ships 
or Veſſels ſhall ſtrike their Top- ſail, and take down 
their Flag, in the ſame Manner and with the like 
Teſtimony of Reſpect, as has been uſually paid at 
any Time or Place heretofore by any Ships of the 
States Geneaal and their Anceſtors, to any Ships of 
his Britannick Majeſty or his Anceſtors, 
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v. Whereas the Colony of Surinam, and the Ar- 
ticles agreed upon for its Surrender, in the Year 
1607, between William Biam, at that Time Gover- 
nor of the ſaid Colony, for the moſt ſerene King 
of Great Britain, and Abraham Quirini for the ſaid 
States General, gave occaſion to many Quarrels and 
Diſputes in the Execution of them, and contributed 
greatly to the Miſunderſtanding which aroſe lately 
between his Britannict Majeſty and the ſaid States 
General ; to the Intent, that they may be no Cauſe 
hereafter for any Miſtakes, the ſaid States General 
do by theſe Preſents agree and covenant with the 
above-mentioned moſt ſerene King of Great Bri- 
tain, that the ſaid Articles ſhall not only be fully 
executed without any Prevarication or Equivoca- 
tion, but alſo that it ſhall be free for his moſt ſerene 
Majeſty of Great Britain to depute one or more 
Commiſſioners to examine the State and Condition 
of his Subjects remaining there, and to agree with 
them for the Time of their Departure. It ſhall be 
free alſo for his moſt ſerene Majeſty to ſend one, 
two, or three Ships thither, ro receive and bring

But if ſuch Commiſſioners. do not agree 
in a new Treaty of Navigation within three Months 
after their firſt Meeting, then ſhall the Affair be alſo 
reterr*d to the Arbitration and Diſpoſal of the moſt 
ſerene Lady the Queen Regent of Spain, in the 
ſame Manner as the Regulation of the Eaſt-India 
Trade is plainly referr'd to her Majeſty's Arbitration 
in the ſaid following Article. 

IX. And ſince not only the Wealth, but even 
the Tranquillity of both Nations chiefly depends on 
the mutual and undiſturb'd Freedom of Navigation 
and Commerce, nothing therefore ought to be more 
taken care of by both Parties than a juſt and equal 
Regulation of Commerce, and eſpecially in the 
Eaſt-Indies; and yet becauſe that Affair is of the 
greateſt Moment, it will take up a great deal of 
Time for the making of firm and durable Articles 
for the Satisfaction and Security of the Subjects of 
both Parties. And whereas the languiſhing and al- 
moſt expiring Condition of many Countries of Eu- 
rope, as well as of the two Parties involved in this 
War, requires the Concluſion of this Treaty to be 
ſpeedy, the above-mentioned moſt ſerene King of 
Great Britain having been pleas'd to cloſe in with 
the Wiſhes and Deſires of the ſaid States General, 
has for the ſame Conſiderations agreed with the ſaid 
States General in the Nomination of an equal Num-

ference which now is, or ſhall kereafter happen be- 
tween the ſaid Lords the States General, and any 
Princes or People whatſoever, in Peace, Amity or 
Neutrality with his ſaid Majeſty, And likewiſe, 
that it ſhall and may be lawful for all and every the 
Subjects of the ſaid High and Mighty Lords the 
States General of the United Netherlands, with all 
Freedom and Safety to fail, trade and exerciſe any 
Manner of Traffick in all thoſe Kingdoms, Coun- 
tries and Eſtates, which are, or at any Time here- 
after ſhall be in Peace, Amity or Neutrality with 
the aforeſaid Lords the States; ſo that they ſhall 
not be any ways hindered or moleſted in their Na- 
vigation or Trade by the Military Forces, or by the 
Ships of War, or any other kind of Veſſels what- 
ſoever, belonging either to the moſt ſerene and 
mighty King above-mentioned, or to his Subjects, 
upon Occaſion or Pretence of any Hoſtility or Dif- 
ference which now is, or ſhall hereafter happen be- 
tween his ſaid Majeſty and any Princes or People 
whatſoever, in Peace, Amity or Neutrality with the

II. Nor ſhall this Freedom of Navigation and 
Commerce be infringed by Occaſion or Cauſe of any 
War, in any kind of Merchandizes, but ſhall ex- 
tend to all Commodities which ſhall be carried in 
Time of Peace, thoſe only excepted, which follow 
in the next Article, and are comprehended under 

the Name of contraband. 
III. 
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HI. Under this Name of contraband or prohibi. 
ted Merchandizes ſhall be comprehended only Arms, 
Pieces of Ordnance, with all Implements belonging 
to them, Fire-Balls, Powder, Match, Bullets, Pikes, 
Swords, Lances, Spears, Halberts, Guns, Mortar- 
Pieces, Petards, Granadocs, Muſket Reſts, Banda- 
hers, Salt-petre, Muſkets, Muſket Shot, Helmets, 
Corſlets, Breaſt-plates, Coats of Mail, and the like 
kind of Armature, Soldiers, Horſes, and all things

IV. Theſe Merchandizes following ſhall not be 
reckon'd among prohibited Goods, viz. all kind of 


Cloth, and all other Manufactures woven of any 


kind of Wool, Flax, Silk, Cotton, or, any other 
Materials ; all ſorts of Cloathing and Veſtments, 
together with Materials whereof they uſe to be 
made; Gold and Silver, as well coin'd as not 
coin'd ; Tin, Iron, Lead, Copper, and Coals; as 
alſo Wheat, Barley, and all other kind of Corn or 
Pulſe; Tobacco, and all kind of Spices, ſalted and 
ſmoaked Fleſh, falted and dried Fiſh, Butter and 
Cheeſe, Beer, Oils, Wines, Sugars, and all ſorts of 
Salt; and in general, all Proviſion which ſerves for 
the Nourtſhment and Suſtenance of Life; likewiſe 
all kind of Cotton, Hemp, Flax and Pitch; and 
Ropes, Sails and Anchors; alſo Maſts and Planks, 
Boards and Beams, of what ſort of Wood ſoever, 
and ail other Materials requiſite far the building or 
repairing Ships ; but they ſhall be wholly reputed 
free Goods, even as all other Wares and Commodi- 
ties which are not comprehended in the next prece- 
dent Article; ſo that the ſame may be freely tranſ- 
ported and carried by the Subjects of his faid Ma- 
jeſty, even unto Places in Enmity with the faid 
States, as alſo on the other. ſide, by the Subjects — 
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the ſaid States to Places under the Obedience of the 


Enemies of his ſaid . , except only Towns or 
Places beſieged, environed or inveſted, in French,

V. And that all Manner of Differences and Con- 
tentions an both ſides, by Sea and Land, may from 
henceforth ceaſe and be utterly extinguiſhed, it is 
agreed, that all kind of Ships and Veſſels whatſo- 
ever, belonging to the Subjects of his ſaid Majeſty, 
entring or being entered into any Road or Port un- 
der the Obedience of the Lords the States, and pur- 
poſing to paſs from thence, ſhall be only obliged 
to ſhew unto the Officers acting in the Ports of the 
ſaid States, or to the — of the States Ships, 
or of private Men of War, (if any happen there

ing the ſhewing whereof it is above agreed) either 
Party ſhall diſcover any kind of Merchandizes which 
in the third Article of this Treaty are declared to be 


contraband or prohibited, conſigned to any Port 
under the Obedience of their Enemies, it ſhall not 
be lawful to open the Hatches of ſuch Ship in which 
the fame ſhall happen to be found, whether ſhe be- 
longs to the Subjects of his Majeſty, or of the 
Lords the States; nor to unlock or break open 
Cheſts, Mails, Packs or Caſks in the ſame, nor to 
convey away any the leaſt part of the Merchan- 
dizes, before the whole be firſt landed in the you

ventoried; neither ſhall it be any ways lawful to 
ſell, exchange, or otherwiſe to alienate the ſame, 
until ſuch prohibited Goods are rightly and lawfully 
proceeded againſt, and that the Judges. of the Ad- 
miralty have by their. reſpeftive Sentences confiſ- 
cated the ſame. Provided always, that as well the 
Ship itſelf, as the reſt of the Commodities found in 
the ſame, which by this Treaty are to be reputed 
free, ſhall not upon pretence of their being infected 
by ſuch prohibited Goods, be detained, much leſs 
confiſcated for lawful Prize. But if not the whole,

Tangier ; and of ten Weeks in the Mediterranean 
Sea; or within the Space of eight Months in any 
other Country or Place of the World; ſo that it 
ſhall not be lawful to confiſcate the Goods of the 
Subjects of his Majeſty taken or ſeiz'd in any Ship 
or Veſſel whatſoever of any Enemy of the Lords the 
States, upon that Pretence, but the ſame ſhall be 
without Delay reſtored to the Proprietors, unleſs 
they were laden after the Expiration of the faid 
Terms of Time reſpectively ; but ſo that it may 
not be lawful-for them afterwards to carry to Ene- 
mies Ports the ſaid Merchandizes, which are called 
contraband, and for the Reaſon aforeſaid ſhall 190

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be liable to Confiſcation: Neither on the other ſide 
ſhall it be lawful to confiſcate Goods of the Subjects 
of the Lords the States taken or ſeiz'd in any Ship

IX. And the more to aſſure the Subjects of his 
Majeſty, and of the ſaid States, that no Injury ſhall 
be offered to them by the Ships of War, or private 
Men of War of either fide, all the Captains of. the 
Ships, as well of his Majeſty as of the ſaid States, 
and all their Subjects who ſhall ſet out private Men 
of War, and likewiſe their privileged Companies, 
ſhall be enjoined not to do any Injury or Damage 
whatſoever to the other; which, if they do, th 
ſhall be puniſhed, and moreover be liable to ſat 
all Coſts and Damages, by Reſtitution and Repa- 
ration, upon Pain and Obligation of Perſon and 
Gods. 

X. For this Cauſe all the Commanders of pri- 
vate Men of War ſhall from henceforth be obliged, 
before they receive their Commiſſions, to enter be- 
fore a competent Judge, good and ſufficient Secu- 
rity by able and reſponfible Men, who have no Part 
or Intereſt in ſuch Ship, in the Sum of fifteen hun- 
ured Pounds Sterling, or ſixteen thouſand five hun- 
dred Gilders; and when they have above one hun- 
cred and fifty Men, then in the Sum of three thou- 
land Pounds Sterling, or three and thirty thouſand 
Gilders, that they will give full Satisfaction for any 
Damages or Injuries whatſoever, which they or 
their 
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their Officers, or others in. Service, ſhall commit in 
their Courſes at Sea, contrary to this preſent Trea- 
ty, or any. other whatſoever, between his Majeſty 
and the ſaid States, and upon Pain of Revocation 
and Annulling their ſaid Commiſſions z in which it 
ſhall be always inſerted, that they have given ſuch 
Security as above-ſaid ; and likewiſe it is agreed, 
that the Ship itſelf ſhall be alſo liable to make Satiſ- 
faction for Injuries and Damages done by her. 
XI. His Majeſty and the faid States being deſi- 
rous that the Subjects of each other may be mutu- 
ally treated in all Countries under their Obedience 
refoeRively, with the like Kindneſs as their own 
Subjects, will give all neceſſary and effectual Or- 


ders, that the Judgments upon Prizes taken be 


given according to the Rule of Juſtice and Equity, 
by Judges beyond all Suſpicion, and /not any way 


concerned in the Cauſe under Debate; and his Ma- 
jeſty and the ſaid States will likewiſe give ſtrict Or- 


ders that all Sentences already given, and which 
ſhall be hereafter given, be (according to the Tenor 
thereof) duly put in Execution and obtain their 
Effect. | 

XII. And whenſoever the Ambaſſadors of the 
ſaid Lords the States, or any other of their publick 
Miniſters Reſident at. the Court of his moſt ſerene 
Majeily of Great Britain, ſhall complain of the Un- 


juſtneſs of Sentences which have been given, his 


Majeſty will cauſe the ſame to be reviewed and exa- 
mined in his Council, that it may appear, whether 
the Orders and Precautions preſcribed in this Treaty 
have been obſerved, and have had their due Effect, 
and will alſo take. care that the ſame be fully pro- 
vided for, and that Right be done to the Party 
complaining within the Space of three Months.

A Suit being commenced between the Ta- 
kers of Prizes on the one part, and the Claimers 
thereof on the other, and a Sentence or Decree be- 
ing given for the Party reclaiming, the ſaid Sentence 
or Decree (upon Security given) ſhall be put in Ex- 
ecution, notwithſtanding the Appeal made by him 
that took the Prize, which ſhall: not be obſerved, 
in caſe the Sentence ſhall be given againſt the 
Claimers. ; 
XIV. And whereas the Maſters of Merchant- 
Ships, and likewiſe the Mariners and Paſſengers, do 
ſometimes ſuffer many Cruelties and barbarous Uſa- 
ges, when they are brought under the Power of 
Ships which take Prizes in Time of War, the Ta- 
kers in an inhuman Manner tormenting them,

HEREAS ſome Difficulty hath ariſen con- 
cerning the Interpretation of certain Arti. 

cles, as well in the Treaty Marine which was con- 
cluded the firſt Day of December 1674, as in that 
which was concluded the 17th of February 1663, 
between his Majeſty of Great Britain on the one 
part, and the States General of the United Proyin- 
ces of the Low Countries on the ather, relating to 
the Liberty of their reſpective Subjects to trade unto 
the Ports of each other's Enemies; We Sir Willian 
Temple, Baronet, Ambaſſador Extraordinary-from 
his ſaid Majeſty of Great Britain, in the Name and 
on the Part of his ſaid Majeſty ; and We Wilkan 
Van Heuckelom, Daniel Van Wyngaerden, Lord of 
Werckenham, Gaſpar Fagel, Counſellor and Pen- 
ſioner of. Holland and Weji-Friefland, Fohn de Mau- 
regnault, Fohn Baron of Reede and Renſwoude, Mi. 
liam de Haren, Gretman of the Bilt, Henry Terborgb 


and Luke Alting, Deputies in the Aſſembly of the 


ſaid States General for the States of Guelderland, 
Holland, Zealand, Utrecht, Friefland, Overyſſel, Gri- 
ningen and the Omlands, in the Name and on the 
Part of the ſaid States General, have declared, as we 
do by theſe Preſents declare, that the true Meaning 
Intention of the ſaid Articles is and ought; to be,

Party is at War. And we declare, that this is the true 
and genuine Senſe and Meaning of the ſaid Arti- 
cles, purſuant whereunto we underſtand, that the 
{aid Articles are to be obſerved and executed on all 
Occaſions on the Part of his ſaid Majeſty and the 
ſaid States General, and their reſpective SubjcRts ; 
yet fo, that this Declaration ſhall not be alledged 
by either Party for Matters which happened betore 
the Concluſion of the late Peace in the Month of 
February 1674. And we do promiſe, that the ſaid 
Declaration ſhall be ratified by his ſaid Majeſty and 
by the ſaid States General, and that within two 
Months, or ſooner if poſſible, reckoning from the 
Day and Date of this Declaration, the Ratifications 
of the ſame ſhall be brought hither to the Hague, to 
be here exchanged.

Share of Divine Mercy; which Gentlemen and Pre- 
ſents were agreeably receiv d, declaring and propo- 
ſing in the Name of the ſaid Queen a good and 
firm Peace and perfect Friendſhip, and deſiring that 
her Subjects might have the Liberty to come from 
England to our Ports: Our ſaid Predeceſſors of 
happy Memory, did at that Time grant their Im- 
perial Permiſſion, and put ſeveral Imperial and par- 
ticular Paſſports into the Hands of the Engliſh Na- 
tion, to the end that they might ſafely and | 
go and come into theſe Dominions, and that 
going and coming, whether by Sea or Land, they 
might not be moleſted nor hindered.

to relieve. them, ſhall be oblig*d to give them Aid

Brokers, or Servants, and any other Perſons what- 
ſoever of the ſaid Nation, that is to ſay, in giving 
or taking Sureties in the Matter of Debts or Credit, 
and in all other things which appertain to the Mini- 
ſters of Law and Juſtice, the Parties may always in 
ſuch Caſes apply to the Cady, who is the Judge of 
the Law, and execute a Convention, or ſome au- 
thentick and publick Deed, in Preſence of Wit- 
neſſes: and after having caus'd it to be regiſtred, 
may draw out an Abſtract of it, to be kept by the 
Parties, to the end that if for the future any Diffe-

any Employment in the ſaid Aſſiento; and the Of- 
ficers and Subjects of his Catholick Majeſty who 
ſhall connive at the ſame, ſhall be ſeverely puniſhed 
alſo. All Importation and Trading in Merchandize 
being abſolutely forbidden and denied to the ſaid 
Aſſientiſts, as being contrary to and againſt the 
Laws of theſe Kingdoms, and the Sincerity and 
ood Faith with which they ought to diſcharge the 
ligations they are under by this Aſſiento. And 
his Majeſty declares and ordains, that the Merchan- 
dae which ſhall be fo ſeized, as being fraudulently 
imported, ſhall be apprais'd and valu'd, and imme- 
Cately burnt in ſome publick Place, by Order of 
the ſaid Governors and Royal Officers, and the 
Captain or Maſter of the ſaid Ship or Veſſel ſhall - 
be condemned to pay the Price at which it was va- 
bed, tho he ſhould he guilty of no other Fault

if they are Accomplices or Delinquents, they ſhall 
be condemned to pay a Forfeiture proportionable to 
their Offence, ſeverely puniſhed, and declared incz- 
pable to hold thereafter any Employment in the 
Service of this Aſſiento. And his Catholick Maje- 
ſty will require from all his Miniſters and Officers 
an exact and ſtrict Account of the Performance f 
what is above-mentioned. And it is declared, that 
the Ships on board which the Negroes ſhall be, or 
any of the Proviſions brought for their Subſiſtence, 
ſhall not be liable to the ſaid Forfeiture and Confi.

That the Victuals and Proviſions which 
ſhall be put on Shore for the Subſiſtence of- the Ne- 
groes, ſhall not pay any Duties of Importation or 
Exportation, or any others whatever, that now are 
or hereafter may be impoſed z but if the Aſſientiſts 
buy or export them from the Ports, then they ſhall 
be obliged to pay the Duties eſtabliſhed in the ſame 
manner as his Catholick Majeſty's Subjects ought 
to do; and it is declared, that if of the .

XXVIII. That whereas in the eſtabliſhing and 
adjuſting this Aſſiento a particular Regard is had 
to the Advantage that may thence accrue to their 
Britiſh and Catholick Majeſties, and to their Reve- 
nues, it is agreed and ſtipulated, that both their 
Majeſties ſhall be concern'd for one Half of this 
Trade, each of them a Quarter Part, which is to 
belong to them purſuant to this Agreement. And 
whereas it is neceſſary, that his Catholick Macy 
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(n order to have and enjoy the Benefit and Gain 
that may be obtain'd by this Trade) ſhould advance

6 by the Grace of God, King of 
Great Britain, France and Ireland, Defender 
of the Faith, Sc. To all and ſingular to whom 
theſe preſent Letters ſhall come Greeting: Whereas 
a certain Convention for explaining the Articles of 
the Treaty commonly call'd El Aſiento de los Negros, 
The Contract for Negroes, between us and our good 
Brother Philip V. the Catholick King of Spain and 
the Indies, was concluded and ſigned by Miniſters 
Plenipotentiaries impowered with ſufficient Autho- 
nity on both ſides, at Madrid, on the tb Day of 
the Month of May laſt, in the Form and Words 


following. 
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| After a long War, which had afflited dmoſt a 


Europe, and had produced difmal Effects, ir ap- 
pearing that the Continuance of it would create yet 
more, it was agreed with the Queen of Great Bri. 
tain, of glorious Memory, to put a Stop to it by 
a good and ſincere Peace; and in order to render it 
firm and ſolid, and to maintain the Union between 
the two Nations, it was determin'd that the Aſſiento 
for furniſhing our Meſt-Indies with Negroes, ſhould 
for the future, and during the Time expreſſed in 
the Treaty of Aſſiento, be on the Account of the 
Royal Company of England, which ſaid Company 
having thereupon made ſeveral Repreſentations to 
us by the Miniſter of Great Britain, after they had 
made the ſame to the King their Maſter, concern- 
ing ſome Difficulties which related to certain Arti- 
cles of the ſaid Treaty; and we being deſirous not 
only to maintain the Peace eſtabliſhed with the En- 


gliſb Nation, but to preſerve and augment it by a 
= good Underſtanding, have commanded our 


iniſters to confer on the ſaid Affair of the Aſſi- 
ento with the Miniſter Plenipotentiary of the King 
of Great Britain, to the End that, as Equity re- 
quires, ſome Agreement might be made on the ſaid 
Articles, as has actually been done by the following 
Declarations. | 

In the Treaty of Aſſiento made between their 
Britannick and Catholick Majeſties on the twenty- 
ſixth Day of March One thouſand ſeven hundred 
and thirteen, for the carrying of Negroes to the 
Indies by the Company of England, and for the 
Term of thirty Years, which were to commence 


from the firſt of May One thouſand ſeven hundred 


and thirteen, his Catholick Majeſty was pleaſed to 
grant to the ſaid Company the Favour of ſending 
to the Indies every Year, (during the ſaid Aſſiento) 
: a 
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a Ship of five hundred Ton, as is mentioned in the 
faid Treaty; on Condition that the Goods with 
which the ſaid annual Ship ſhould be laden, ſhould 
not be allowed to be ſold but in the Time of the 
Fair; and that if the Ship arrived in the Indies 
before the Ships from Spain, the Factors employed 
by the ſaid Company ſhould be obliged to land all 
the Goods, and depoſite them in Truſt in the Ca- 
tholick King's Warehouſes, to be kept under two 
Keys, and with other Circumſtances ſpecified in the 
faid Treaty, till they could be fold at the Time of 
the Fair. 

It has been repreſented on the Part of his Bri- 
tannick Majeſty and of the ſaid Company, that the 
ſaid Favour was granted by the Catholick King to 
make good the Loſſes which the Company might 
ſuffer by this Aſſiento; ſo that if the Condition, 
not to diſpoſe of the Goods but in the Time of the 
Fair, were to be obſerved, and the Fair not being 
held regularly every Year, as Experience has ſhewn 
heretofore, and as may happen hereafter, the Com- 
pany inſtead of gaining Profit, would loſe the prime 
Coſt of the Cargo; it being very well known, that 
Goods will not keep long in that Country, and 
particularly at Porto-bello : For this Reaſon, the 
Company deſires an Aſſurance that the Fair ſhall 
be held every Year, either at Carthagena, Porto-bello 
or Vera Cruz ; and that Notice may be given them 
at which of thoſe three Ports it is intended to

merce between the Subjects on each Part, thro* all 
and every the Kingdoms, States, Dominions and 
Provinces of their Royal Majeſties in Zurope, con- 
cerning all and ſingular kinds of Goods, in thoſe 
Places, and on thoſe Conditions, and in ſuch Man- 
ner and Form, as is ſettled and adjuſted in the fol- 
lowing Articles. | ) 
II. But that the Commerce and Friendſhip be- 
tween the Subjects of the above-faid Parties may be 
hereafter ſecure, and free from all Trouble and Mo- 
leſtation, it is agreed and concluded, that if at any 
Time any ill Underſtanding and Breach of Friend- 
ſhip or Rupture ſhould happen between the Crowns 
of their Royal Majeſties, (which God forbid) in ſuch 
Caſe the Term of fix Months ſhall be allowed after 
the ſaid Rupture, to the Subjects and Inhabitants on

fects without Let or Moleſtation, to any Part of the 
ſaid Emperor of Morocco's Dominions. 
II. That the King of Great Britain's Subjects 
reſiding in Barbary ſhall not be oblig'd to appear 
before the Cadi or Juſtices of the Country; but 
only the Governor of the Place and his Britannick 
Majeſty's Conſul are to take Cognizance of and ad- 
juſt the Differences they may have with the Natives 
of the Country. | m 
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III. That the menial Servants of his Britannick 
Majeſty's Subjects, tho' Natives of the Country, 
ether Moors or Jews, be exempt from Taxes of- 
all kinds. 

IV. That all his Britannick Majeſty's Subjects, as 
well Paſſengers as others, taken by any of the Em- 
peror of Fez and Morocco's Cruiſers, on board any 
foreign Ship or Veſſel whatever, ſhall immediately 
be ſet at Liberty and ſent to the City of Gibraltar, 

V. That there be Permiſſion for buying Provi- 
ſions and all other Neceſſaries for his Britannick Ma- 
jeſty's Fleet, or City of Gibraltar, at any of the 
Emperor of Fez and Morocco's Sea Ports, at the 
Market Prices, and the ſame to be ſhip'd off with- 
out paying Cuſtom, as has been extorted lately con- 
trary to the Treaty of Peace ſubſiſting. 1 
VI. All the other Articles, being fifteen in Num- 
ber, concluded, agreed, and adjuſted the Ho- 
nourable Charles Steward, Eſq; on the Behalf of his 
Britannick Majeſty, and by his Excellency Baſhaw' 
Hamet, Ben Aly, Ben Abdalla, and his Imperial Ma- 
jeſty's Treaſurer, Mr. Moſes Ben Hatter, a Jew, on 
the Behalf of the ſaid King of Fez and Morocco, 
ſhall ſtand good, and be of the ſame Force, as in 
the Reigns of the moſt high and moſt renowned 
Prince George I. King of Great Britain, France and 
Ireland, &c. of glorious Memory, and the high and 
glorious, mighty and right noble Prince Albumazar 
Muley Iſmael, late Emperor of Morocco. And it is 
farther agreed, that all the Articles aforementioned, 
as well the fifteen, as theſe additional ones, ſhall in 
twenty Days after the Date hereof be publiſh*d in 
the Arabick Language, and affix d on the Gates of 
all the Sea-Port Towns in his Imperial Majeſty's 
Dominions.

An Hiſtorical and Critical Diſſertation on 


Naval AFFA1RS, commencing with the 
Reign of Alfred the Great, Anno 871. 


A LL, our Authors who have treated of Naval 
Affairs agree in making the Britons à power- 
ful Naval People before the Arrival of Julius Ce- 


ſar; but I ſee not to what End this is inſiſted upon, 


ſince, if the Fleets of the Britons were large and 
powerful, as they attempt to ſhew, one would at 
leaſt expect to have found ſome Account of the 
great and gallant Actions they performed ; which 


not appearing from theſe Hiſtories, ſuch only at 


beſt prove, that if we had Fleets ſo early, we did 
not fo well know how to uſe them, as the Romans; 
and how far this tends to our Honour, is left to 
thoſe Hiſtorians to make appear: For my Pat, 1 
am content to ſet out where better Lights preſent, 


and where tis more for our Honour to know what 


kind of Fleets we had, and how they were from 
time to time conducted, 

| Aifred was the firſt Monarch of England that 
ſrem'd to conſider Naval Affairs, as the Foundation 
of both our Security and Glory. He began his 
Reign about the Year 891, and apply'd bimſelt 
with infinite Aſſiduity to the Affairs of Government, 
civil and military. The civil Branch ſeems at 
not capable of having been equally: attended to, 25 
the military, by reaſon of the powerful . 
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had to contend with; the Britans by Land, and 
the Danes both by Sea and Land, ſufficiently en- 
gag d his Attention, and all the Dexterity he was 
Maſter of, eſpecially the laſt, who in the Beginning 
of his Reign were much ſuperior to him, both in 
Naval Strength and Addreſs : But if our Hiſtories 
inform us truly, as they ſeem to do by very ſolid 
Facts, he was, at leaſt, one of the greateſt Princes 
that ever liv'd, and by his perſonal Skill and Appli- 
cation, ſurmounted all Difficulties, ſubdued all his 
Enemies by Land, and acquir'd that Dominion over 
a Branch of the Ocean which we now ſo warmly 
contend for, av (ig benz 

Our Hiſtorians ſay, that on the pure Credit of his 
own Skill and Underſtanding, he created a Naval 
Power on quite a new Model, to what had been 
formerly been in Uſe. They deſcribe it thus: He 
built, ſays Mr. Burchet, Galleys, twice as long 
as thoſe uſed in former Times, ſome whereof had 
© ſixty Oars, and were of a peculiar Built, higher, 
« ſwifter and ſteadier, than thoſe of the Danes and 
« Friſons.” If this Gentleman, who underſtood 
ſomething of Naval Affairs, had ſaid broader too, 
he would have given us a more adequate Idea at 
leaſt of their Steadineſs, ſince Height and Length 
in no Senſe anſwers that Particular. The Author 
* of the Lives of the Admirals, ſays he built them fo, 
that they might be longer, higher, yet ſwifter than 
the Veſſels in common Uſe, in a duplicate Pro- 
portion; which he intimates to be the true Senſe 
Jof what ancient Writers ſay of them, and, as he 
thinks, may be eaſily conceiv d; and ſo concludes, 
that from thence their great Utility aroſe." But 
as neither I, nor any other Seaman or naval Archi- 
tect, can poſſibly underſtand him, I muſt beg Leave 
to conclude, that I dare ſay no body elſe does; and 
ſhall therefore be at Liberty to inform the Reader, 
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that it being agreed they were built on a more ex. 
tended Plan, than had been formerly in Practice; 
and proving to be of more Utility, that conſequently: 
they were every way ſuitably proportion'd, and fo 
render*d truly ſerviceable to the End for which they 
were built. They had Breadth to give them Stea- 
dineſs ; Length to anſwer that Breadth, and to 
make Room for thirty Oars of a Side, beſides 
Waſte Deck for other Purpoſes; and Heighth in 
proportion to both, the better to overlook and com- 
mand the Enemy, and to guard them againſt the 
Violence of the Sea: And as to Swiftneſs, it de- 
pended entirely on the Formation of their Bottoms, 
which is eaſter conceiv'd than deſcrib'd. In general, 
the Model of a Mediterranean Half-galley will give 
us the moſt ready Idea of theſe Veſſels, which I ap- 
prehend from the Circumſtances could not be lels 
than 70 Feet long on the Decks, and 20 vide on 
the Beam, or. thereabouts, and perhaps ſwam eight 
or nine Foot above the Water's Edge; that is to ſay, 
to anſwer a particular Purpoſe, and to cover the 
Rowers from the miſſive Weapons of the Aſſail- 
ants, they might be ſo much from the Water's 
Edge to the Top of the Gunnel. The Number of 
Men they carried muſt have been at leaſt one hun- 
dred each, as ſixty mult have been employ'd at the 
Oars, and leis than forty more could not be ſuffi- 
cient to anſwer other Purpoſes. And this will be 
the better confirm'd by a very remarkable ſubſe- 
quent Circumſtance in the Reign of Hardicnute, 
when we ſhall ſpeak of the Preſent made to him by 
Earl Googzoin : So that it will appear, even in thoſe 
diſtant Times, that the Erglih Navy made no ſuch 
contemptible Figure as Men are generally apt to con- 
ceive; and I moſt. heartily wiſh, that our Ships of 
the firſt Magnitude were capable of doing half the 
Service, Veſſels very little bigger than _ n 
wo 
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would be of now, not only on the Coaſt of Bri- 
tain, but alſo in many other Parts of the World. 

As I am upon the mechanic Part of Naval Ad- 
miniſtration, not propoſing here to treat of the mi - 
litary otherwiſe than as unavoidably connected there- 
with, I have only to ſay farther, that theſe new in- 
vented Veſſels ſeem fully to have anſwered the End 
for which they were built. Alfred triumph'd effec- 
tually over his Enemies the Danes, deſtroyed the 
moſt of thoſe he had the good Fortune to meet 
with, ard drove the reſt off the Coaſts of his Do- 
minions. 8 

There is much ſaid by ſome Hiſtorians, of his 
great Care of, and Regard for, the Improvement of 
Navigation, and extending it to very diſtant Climes. 
doubt neither of his Care nor Skill, nor ſo much 
of his extenſive Navigations as to deny it; but 
Facts being not ſo authentically made out, as thoſe 
who require full Satisfaction may expect, I ſhall 
wave ſaying any thing more on this Head, except 
the informing of my Readers that the ancient Au- 
thors quoted from are, the Saxon Chronicles of the 
ſame Age; Aſſerius, who lived ſome time before 
the Conqueſt ; and various others, whom I preſume 
are to be found in the Cottonian Library, and to 
which I refer the curious, ſcrupulous Reader. Of 
the modern Writers on this Subject, I have met with 
none ſo well wrote as the abovementioned Lives of 
the Admirals; who, though he has in many Places 
tul'd as a Seaman, is in other reſpects the beſt con- 
ſider'd Author come in my Way, ſuppoſing his 
Quotations juſt, 

Alfred's Genius and Succeſs occaſioned the ſuc- 
ceeding Prince readily to underſtand the Uſe and 
Importance of a Naval Force, His Succeſſors pur- 
ſued his Steps, and the Naval Power gradually in- 
creas'd through five ſhort Reigns, making toge- 
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ther about 55 Years ; but nothing material to our 
Purpoſe occurring in them, they are paſſed over, 
7 come to the State of the Navy under Edgar, 
A. D. 937. gehn 
If the Hiſtories of thoſe Times are any ways to 
be depended upon, this Reign was the Zenith of 
Naval Glory, wherein it ſhone with a Luſtre and 


Dignity that dazzled and aſtoniſh'd all the neigh- 


bouring Nations. It was too great and ſurprizing 
ior the Age; as it wanted Enemies, it conſequently 
was defective in military Action; but from hence 
we form a fine political Maxim, viz, That Nations 
in a proper Condition for War, have rarely Oc- 
caſion to be at War. Eagar's Fleet commanded 
all a juſt and rational Prince could deſire; Peace 
at Home, and Reſpect Abroad; the neighbouring 
Kings of Scotland, Ireland, and the Iles, became his 
Tributarics, and condeſcended to row him down the 
River Dee in his Barge. The Number of his Fleet 
is not certainly adjuſted ; the beſt Authorities. ſay 
Three thouſand ſix hundred. If this Fact be true, 
it will follow, that what is ſaid of Alfred's extending 
Commerce, is highly probable ; for the Reader is 
here to underſtand, that a meer Royal Navy is but 
of a modern Date: The Cuſtom was, for every Sea- 
port to ſend out a certain Number of Ships, as the 
Quota for making up a Royal Fleet, as it will here- 
after more authentically appear. In Affred's Time 
Trade could not be much extended, though the 
Foundation was then laid; and it muſt have been 
very well laid, if in 30 or 60 Years Time the Na- 
tion could furniſh 3600 Ships for the public Service 


mann'd, which ſuppoſing them one with another 


but half fo big as Afred's beſt Gallies, and conſe- 
quently carrying but 50 Men each, the Sum total 
will be 180,000 Men, which is three times as many 
as our whole Navy full mann'd bears now, and con- 

ſequent!y 
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ſequently more than all Europe furniſhes together. 
Yet if the Fact be true, as the Writers of that Age 
agree it is, I ſhall prove in its proper Place that 
50 Men to a Ship is not an over Number. 

This Force was divided into three Fleets of £2,000 
Ships each, which were ſtation'd on the Eaſtern, 
Weſiern, and Northern Coaſts of Britain, Every 
Year, after the Feaſt of Eaſter, Edgar went on 
board his Fleet of the Eaſtern Diviſion, and failing 
Weſtward with it, inſpected into all the Ports, Bays, 
Harbours and Creeks, between the Thames Mouth 
and the Land's End, ſcouring the Channel as he 

aſs' d. At the Land's End he went aboard the 
Weſtern Fleet; he ſcoured the St. George's and 
Briſto! Channels, and inſpected the Weſt Coaſts of 
England and Scotland, and the Eaſt Coaſt of Ireland, 
and thence ſteer'd away for the Weſtern Iſlands cf 
Scotland, where being met by the Northern Fleet, he 
went on board it, and inſpected all the Coaſts from 
thence to the Thames Mouth, - where he landed, and 
for the Remainder of the Year apply'd himſelf to 
the Civil Government of the State, Thus actir g 
in the reſpective Capacities of a military Man ard 
a Magiſtrate, he never loſt Sight of the great End 
of Government. The Year paſs'd in one continued 
Courſe of Buſineſs and Application, The Dans: 
and Nermans terrified at the wiſe Uſe he made of 
his Power, bent their Depredations another Way, 
and were not to be heard of on the Britiſb or Irifþ 
Coaſts during this glorious Reign. The Kings of 
Scotland, Ireland, and the es, thought it an Ho- 
nour to be his Feudatories; and while he reign'd 
in the Hearts, he with Facility govern'd the 
Actions of all Men. His Stile was, Ego Edgarus, 
Totius Albionis Bafileus, nec non Muritimerum, ſeu 
Inſulanorum Regum Circum habitantium, &c. i. e. 1 
Egger, Monarch of all Alien, and Sovercign 1 
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all the Princes of the adjacent Iſles,” Sc. Thereby 
aſſerting his Naval Dominion, which he chiefly" glo- 
ried in, as all Princes muſt do, who ever think of 
making a great Figure as Kings of England; 1 
mean not hereby that they ſhould merely conſent to 
keep up the Dignity of Flcets with Pomp and Pa- 
race, but ſhould attend to their Utility, by being 
well inform'd what kind of Officers are employed in 
and a out them, and how they from time to time be. 
have; otherwiſe the Show and Outſide is only pre- 
ſerv'd, while the Subſtance or Eſſence 1s canker'd 
and deſtroy'd ; and in ſuch Caſe our Neighbours, 
inſtead of fearing, will only laugh us to ſcorn. 
This plainly appears by what follows: Edgar re- 
ſign'd a glorious Life in the Year 975, and his Do- 
minions falling into the Hands of a weak young 
Prince, who ſuffer'd himſelf and his Affairs to be go- 
vern'd by Prieſts and Women, this glorious Navy 
by Degrees dwindled away, and we became ſoon after 
a Prey tothe Normans: Though the Pomp and Out- 
fide was in ſome meaſure kept up, yet nothing of the 
Eſſence remained; and here our Naval Glory, 
which had been rais'd to fo high a Pitch within the 
Compaſs of about Fourſcore Years, was buried in 
Oblivion for a much longer Period, and has never 
ſince in Reality recovered its priſtine Luſtre. Ed- 
ward the Third, Queen Elizabeth, nor the preſent 
Times, ſhow no Fleet like what this Period produc'd, 
(I ſpeak of its real Force) and much leſs ſo, when 
ballanc'd in Competition with our Neighbours ; 
from whence I ſhall take the Liberty to - conclude, 
that we carried on a Commerce in thoſe Days in- 
finitely ſuperior to what People generally dream of, 
elſe ſuch a Fleet could not have been regularly ſup- 
ported: For allowing to the Men for their Pay and 
Proviſions but Two-pence a Day, it amounts to 
Three thouſand Pounds Sterling, — che 
ear, 
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Years, or 182 Days, is 346000 J. which is at 
leaſt equal to two Millions now. Tis immate- 
rial from whom this Pay came, or in what Manner 
the Fleet was ſupported ; the Money came from 


the Community .in ſome . Shape or . other, whether 


rais'd on Hides of Land, as it ſeems ſome Part of 
it was, or by a Charge on the reſpective Sea-ports, 
as another Part ſeems to have been, ſo much 
Expence there certainly muſt be, but without a, very 
extenſive Commerce could not have been had; ſo 
that I am inclin'd to believe more. of the great 
Things Alfred did in extending of Commerce, than 
any our Hiſtorians have diſcover'd, Theſe are ſuch 
Proofs as common Senſe furniſhes us with, and are 
not to be deny'd, though we have no Records of 
the expreſs Facts, as to the Nature of our Com- 
merce in thoſe Days ; but as to the Number of 
Ships which compos'd this Fleet, and whereupon I 
found the reſt of my Argument, the Proots are 
tranſmitted to us by contemporary Authors, or who 
liv'd near thoſe Times; to wit, Roger Heveden, 
Florence of Worceſter, Jobn of Brompton, &c. I can 
make no more of it than it will fairly bear; J only 
conclude, that if the Account of the Number of 
Ships be true, the reſt will evidently follow, which is 
all I contend for. And the chief Reaſon I am fo 
very particular on this Head is, to convince my 
Countrymen that in thoſe Days, which we fooliſhly 
enough, and our of the Pride of our Hearts, eſteem 
barbarous, liv'd -a Set of Men it would be our 
greateſt Glory to imitate. | 
Edward the Younger, the Son of Edgar, inhe- 
rited the Throne on the Demiſe of his Father Eg- 
gar; and as his Reign was bur ſhort, and perplex'd 
with internal Commotions, ſo Naval Affairs became 
neglected. His Aſcent to the Throne is placed in 
the Year 974, and his Demiſe in 978. The Hif- 
torians 
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torians ſay he was murdered. , As he was a Child, 
and the State in a Ferment, nothing clear and intel- 
ligible appears concerning Naval I ranſactions dur. 
ing his ſhort Reign. He was ſucceeded by his 
Half-brother Eihelred, to make Room for whom it 
ſeems he met his Fate. W." | 

By Ethelred's Advancement to the Throne, his 
Mother came to govern ; and as ſhe had the Direc- 
tion of the State and her Son, ſo the Regular Prieſts 
had the Government of both; and the Nobility and 
Warriors coming thereby to be deſpis'd, Naval Af. 
fairs were thrown into ſo bad a Situation, that, as 
far as we can judge from the myſterious Manner in 
which the Hiſtories of theſe Times are deliver'd 
down to us, no Navy was to be found at all of our 
own, ſince it ſeems, that in the Year 1013, at which 
Time Ethelred was come of full Age, he had a Fleet 
of Daniſh Ships in Pay, with which, when abdicating 
the Throne, he tranſported himſelf to N 
and the following Year was reconducted back by 
the ſame Fleet. From which and other concutrent 
Circumſtances I conjecture, that the Saxon Naval 
Power was purpoſely laid aſide, by the Queen's Par- 
ty, and the Daniſh introduc'd to protect her and her 
Monks, againſt the Nobility and People: For it is 
ſaid, that in this Reign vaſt Sums of Money were 
given for the reviving of the Fleet, but that thoſe, 
whoſe Intereſt it was to prevent it, found means to 
ſquander the Money away. 

It is not my Buſineſs to enter further into the 
Misfortunes of this Reign, it being ſufficient to the 
preſent Purpoſe, that we either had no Fleet, or 
what is much the ſame thing, made no Uſe of it. 
However, it may not be amiſs to mention, that the 
Scheme of Ship-Money, ſo fatally reviv'd in the 
Reign of Charles the Firſt, as ſhall be more particu» 
larly taken Notice of when we come fo low, was 

very 
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very well underſtood in this Reign, and apply*d to 
much the ſame Uſe as in that. According to this 
Scheme, every three hundred and ten Hides of 
Land was to find a Ship, and every eight Hides a 
Coat of Mail, or what was better, they received 
Money inſtead thereof. This Prince liv'd long 
enough ta give the Danes a good Footing in Ex- 
gland, and conſequently on his Death, which hap- 
pen'd ſometime about the Year 1016, left his Son 
Edmund much embarraſs'd with them, 

Edmund was a bold, hardy Youth, and had no- 
thing in him of the Biaſs and Weaknefs of his Father; 
but as the Kingdom was in effect given away to, and 
poſſeſt by the Danes, he only bravely ſtruggled thro* 
a very ſhort Reign, and in the Year 1017 left the 
Kingdom entirely to Canute the Dane, who — 
an eſtabliſh'd Navy of his'own, and the Money 
the Nation at command, and being a very brave and 
experienc'd Prince, ſoon retrieved our Naval Ho- 
nour, and by the good Uſe he made of it became 
fully Maſter of the three Crowns of England, Denmark 


and Norway. Canute exceeded Edgar in this, that 


inſtead of waiting for the roving Enemy on his own 
Coaſt, he choſe to attack them at Home. At his 
Death, which happen'd ſometime in the Year 1035, 
his Kingdoms became divided between his two Sons 
Harold and Sweyne. Harold had England, Sweyne 

Denmark and Norway. | 
Harold had no Enemies to contend with during 
his Reign, but it ſeems notwithſtanding that he kept 
up his Fleet, and for the Support thereof tax*d every 
Sea-port at Half a Mark per trading Ship, beſides; 
as I ſuppoſe, a Land Tax. However that may be; 
Commerce, which Alfred founded, ſeem'd, riotwith- 
ſtanding the Wars and Commotions at Home, to be 
in a very flouriſhing Way; but as we had no Ene- 
mies, nor are any Improvements mention'd to = 
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made, ſo have we no Materials. whereon to gro 
any further Accounts of Naval Affairs during this 
Reign. He left too Sons, viz. Alfred and Hardi. 
cnute. The firſt is ſaid to have been murdered by, 
or by the Means of, Earl Goodwin ; the laſt afſum?'d 
the Throne ſometime in the Year 1040. 
Hardicnute's ſhort Reign records no Naval Acts, 
except the following particular Circumſtances 

be eſteem' d ſuch, which I introduce here in ſome mea- 
ſure to prove the Juſtneſs of my Calculations in re- 
lation to the Number of Men uſually borne aboard 
the Naval Galleys of that Age, as alſo the Expence 
of Shipping for Service. Goodwin, Earl of "Kent, 
being accus'd of being concerned in the Murder of 
Hardicnute's. elder Brother, as was juſt mention'd, 
took the following Method to get himſelf acquitted. 
He preſented the King with' a Galley, completely 
rigg'd, and fitted for Action: She was mann'dwith 
Eighty Men, who on their Arms wore Bracelets of 
Gold, weighing ſixteen Ounces. They were arm'd 
with Helmets, Corſlets, and Swords; the 'Sword- 
Hilts, and the Helmets, and the Corſlets gilt; a 
Daniſo Curtax liſted with Gold hung to their Belts, 
which were thrown over their Left Shoulders; they 
had Shields imboſs'd and gilded in their-Left Hands, 
and in their Right a Lance. Her Beak and Stern 
were. both finely gilt and ornamented, ſo that in the 
Whole ſhe muſt make an Appearance equal to any 
thing modern Times has produc'd ; and it is very 
proper to obſerve here, that as the Veſſels of War in 
thoſe Days always went out as full of Men as they 
well could ſtow, becauſe they uſually fought Hand 
to Hand, ſo it will follow, that this preſented Veſſel 
had not more Men in proportion than was uſual in 
Veſſels of War, and was probably not ſo big 4s 
ſome of them, the Noblenef; of the Preſent not con- 


fiſting ſo much in the Magnitude of the Veſſel, 2s 
| in 
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in her Ornaments and Decorations ; ſhe not being, 
as it may ſeem, ſo much deſign'd for War as Plea- 
ſure ; ſo that in the Whole, it may not be amiſs to 
conclude it a very fair Calculation that appropriates 
Fifty Men to each Veſſel in Edgar's Fleet op an A- 
verage, and conſequen: ly 180,000 in the Whole, as 
J ſaid before. There is indeed another Circumſtance 
appears, that carries this Matter in ſome reſpects a 
good deal further. In the Beginning of this * 
a Tax was laid for the Support of the Navy; for 
the Support of the Gallies was rais'd ſo much as 
would pay every Rower eight Marks, and every Of- 
ficer twelve. At the ſame Time another Tax was 
levied, amounting to 11,048 J. for the Support of 
thirty-two Ships: It will follow, that the Rowers 
had 5, 6, 8 J. a Vear, which is about 3d + a Day; 
and making an Allowance for the Officers, whoſe 
Numbers are uncertain, at 12 Marks, or 7. 198, 
4d. a Year, we may fairly allow on an Average ſe- 
ven Pounds a Year to each Man, as is uſually com- 
puted now in the Navy by an Average . a 
Man per Month. This leads us into a tolerable 
Knowledge of the Number of Men the Ships car- 
ried; for ſuppoſe we ſay, as 110481; is to 32 Ships, 
ſo is 345 J. r Parts to one Ship. No forty-nine 


Men, at 7/. a Year, is 343 J. therefore each Ship 
could bear 49 Men for the Expence allotted her; 


and J hope this is ſomething like a Demonſtration, 
that each Ship did bear ſo many Men, which is but 
one Man ſhort of my former Calculation in relation 


to the Number borne on board each Ship or Veſſel in 


Edgar's Fleet, and proves in ſome meaſure the Ne- 
ceſſity of the biggeſt of them being about the Di- 


menſions I have made them. This Calculation will, 


I hope, contribute much to give the curious Reader 

a clear and intelligible, Idea of the Nature and Force 

of our Shipping in thoſe Days, and is an Enquiry

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I think no- body has ever yet entred' into to amy 
Purpoſe, and will alſo contribute to prove the Ex. 
tent of our Commerce; which muſt have been very 
conſiderable, or elſe, as I ſaid before, Money could 
not. haye been had to have anſwer'd ſuch im 
Purpoles; and I muſt further obſerve, that-neither 
could they have had ſuch a Number of Veſſels, or 
Seamen to man them. The Chronicon Pretio 
furniſnes us with Means of knowing the Value of 
Money in thoſe Days, and thereby ſhews how far 
7l. a Year then coincides with 41. a Month nom, 
making proper Allowances for the different Dif- 
poſitions in the fitting out our Fleets then and 
now. 6 e 
We muſt here leave Hardicnute, who died ſome 
Time in the Lear 1042, and was ſucceeded in the 
Throne by Edward call'd the Confeſſor, who reign'd 
over the united Power of Danes and Saxons by uni- 
verſal Conſent : He was the Halt-Brother of Har- 
dicnute by the Mother's Side, and reſtor'd the San 
Line; which Particulars I only mention here, that 
the Reader may have a clear Idea of the Times, as 
well as of the Naval Affairs in them. 
The only material Circumſtances which I can ga- 
ther from the Hiſtory of this Reign, relating to the 
State of the Navy, is, that it was in ſome Meaſure 
preſerv'd and cheriſh'd, and that it had its chief 
Rendezvous at Sandwich, which is a Point of too 
much Importance to be paſſed over; as Sandwich, 
or thereabouts, could there be a proper Harbour 
there, is the moſt natural Situation of any in En- 
gland, for ſuch of our Ships to lie in, whith arc 
more particularly appointed to guard the Coalts, 
not only as it- fronts Dunkirk, which is of the laſt 
Conſequence, but alſo as it is a Point ſo near a 
Medium between the Eaſt and Weſt Parts of the 
Kingdom, as that Ships ſtation*d there, may on any 
Emergency 
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Emergency be more ready, than at any other Port 
we have, to ſail either Way without the Interrup- 
tion of Winds and Shoals, which ſo often block up 
our Ships in our more indented Harbours, and lie- 
wiſe as there is not any ſafe Port between the Noye 
and Spithead, which I humbly conceive is not a little 
wanted, both for the Convenience of Ships of War 
and Commerce. 3 N | 
This Prince ſeems but little to have underſtood 
Naval Affairs, and was therefore very badly ſerv'd 
with Officers, as has been too much the Caſe in 
more modern Times, though perhaps occaſion'd by 
different Motives. Various Accounts are given of 
his ill Succeſs, from whence I ſhall only extract one 
Particular, as it is within the Limits I have preſeri- 
bed myſelf; and if we are not gone too far in bad 
Meaſures relating to our Choice of Naval Officers, 
will in ſome meaſure inſtruct us in the Knowledge 
of the Difference between real Seamen, who have 
Genius and Experience, and thofe who are only 
call'd ſo, but know nothing of the Matter. Edward 
had been for a long Time embarraſs*d with the Re- 
bel Sons of Godin Earl of Kent, who by one Ar- 
tifice or another had always been too hard for his 
Fleets, though not poſſeſs'd of any thing like his 
Strength, and at laſt by their meer Skill in Seaman- 
ſhip carried the Point aim'd at. The Caſe was 
thus; Harold and Leoſin, two of Godtoin's Sons, 
on ſome Diſcontent fled the Realm, and took Re- 
fuge in Denmark, and in the Year 1052 came u 
the Coaſt of England with a confiderable Fleet of 
Ships, and entred the Severn ; againſt them Edward 
fitted out a much larger Fleet, which he put under 


the Conduct of Odo and Radulph, two Land Ad- 


mirals; himſelf, to mend the Matter, ſometimes 
lying on board: They rendezvouz'd at Sandwieh, 
as naturally preſuming the Rebels would make their

Tour that Way to the Thames, and perhaps was the 
next beſt thing they could do, to the deſtroying of 
them in the Severn Waters; however, as the Re- 
bels were very ſenſible of their Difference in Point 
of Skill, ſo they made no Scruple of venturing into 
the Engliſh Channel, where, as they expected, they 
met the King's Fleet. To engage them was not 
their Buſineſs, if they could avoid it; fo they on 

play'd with his Fleet; and by working their Ships 
with Judgment, ſaw or loſt the King's Fleet, as 


beſt ſuited their Convenience, till by putting into 


various Harbours, where the People were their 
Friends, they at length collected a Force ſuperior 
to the King's; and then, after blocking him up in 
his Harbour, and ſtriking Terror into his Fleet at 
Sandwich, took the Opportunity of a fair Wind, 
ſtood into the Thames, and faild directiy up to 
Londen, and thereby put the King under an abſolute 
Neceſſity of coming to Terms with them, which 
being effected fully to their Satisfaction, this little 
Naval War ended without ſtriking a Stroke, and 
both Fleets were laid up together at Greenwich. 
However weak this Prince might be in other 
Reſpects, the Uſe of good Sea Officers was now 
become ſo obvious to him, that he plainly diſco- 
ver'd both the Glory of the Nation and his own 
Honour intirely depended on employing them: He 
had now ſufficient Reaſon to be acquainted with Ha- 
rold's Abilities, and having recover*d him as a Sub- 
je, very wiſely employ'd him, and was not de- 
ceiv'd in his Confidence. By his Aſſiſtance, Mar- 
beth, King of Scotland, was depos'd, that Kingdom 
recover'd to its Dependance on England, and Mal- 
. folm, Son to the King of Cumberland, . rais'd to the 
Throne in his ſtead. Griffin, Prince of Wales, was 
| lkewiſe by Harold and his Brother diſpoſſeſs d of his 


Dominions, and that Principality reduc'd to its ac- 
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cuſtomed tributary State. Under the Conduct of 
this great Officer the Navy once more recover'd. its 
former Luſtre ; and Edward dying without Iſſue, 
Harold's Merits juſtly recommended him to the 
Throne, which he aſcended ſome time in the Year 


1066, | | 
Harold, however his Fortune fail'd him in the 


Event, which is not in the Power of any Man to 


command, . evidently attain'd the Throne by his 
Merit, which, as it is the Attribute of few Princes, 
fo it conſequently produc'd him ſecret Enemies in 
Abundance, amongſt that Rank of Men, who, al- 
tho* they have few Abilities of their own, cannot 
patiently bear their Prince to he wiſer than them- 
ſelves, becauſe - they cannot make him their Tool 
and Play-thing. The great Quarrel between the 
then late King and Harold ſeems to have been Ha- 
rold's Endeavours to draw him out of the Hands 
of a foreign Faction, who made him the Dupe to 
their ſiniſter Deſigns, and to the introducing a 
Norman Prince: Harold was the Nation's Hero, an 
Engliſhman and a Seaman z but the Norman Faction 
had gain'd {6 much Ground, as to render Harold's: 
Situation very precarious, and to make the Ifſue- ſo 
very nice a Point, as that the leaſt falſe Step muſt: 
undo him; they firſt engag' d his Brother Toft in 
a Quarrel with him, who came upon the Coaſt with 
a Fleet, and did ſome Miſchief, but he no ſooner 
heard of Harold's Approach, whoſe Abilities he 
was thoroughly acquainted with, than he retir'd.- 
Harold ſoon ou had Advice of an intended Inva- 
ſion from Normandy, and therefore kept his Fleet in 
Motion all the Summer, which being what William 
the Norman durſt not contend with, he waited very 
prudently to hear when they ſhould be laid up. 
Harold's Advice fail'd him; he conceiv'd Villiams 
Attempt was over for that Year, and therefore 
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about the Time of the Winter Equinox difarny' 
his Fleet : This was the critical Conjuncture William 
waited for, which he very judiciouſy ſeiz'd; and 
ſo put it upon the Iſſue of a ſingle Battle on Land; 
who ſhould wear the Crown, William landed his 
Men at Pevenſy in Suſſex, and engag'd Harold's 
Army at a Place called Baithe-bbey, where this il- 
luftrious Mariner, and one of the greateſt of our 
Kings, engaging out of his proper Element, at once 
loſt his Lite and Kingdom, = © HI 
From the Time of William the Norman's being 
poſſeſſed of the Throne, which was A. D. 1066, 
to about the Year 1070, the Nation had no figni- 
ficant Fleet on foot; Magnus, Godwin and Edmund, 
three Sons of Hareld, having on the Defeat and 
Death of their Father, carried off moſt of the-Veſ- 
ſels of War, and us'd them for various fruitleſs At- 
tempts they made to recover the Crown. But Wk 
liam finding a Royal Fleet neceſſary; to ſecure his 
Acquiſitions againſt his invading Enemies, he b 
Degrees rais'd a very numerous one, ſufficient, in 
the Year 1072, to be a Match for the King of Den- 
mark, who in that Year came upon the Coaſt with 
200 Sail, but without any Efte&.” The chief Uſe 
this Prince had afterwards for Fleets, was either 
purely to guard the Coaſts, or to convoy his Troops 
over to Normendy, and from thence to Elan, as 
Occaſion offer d; nor does it appear from the ear 
1087, the Time of his Death, to the Fear 1133, 
when Henry II. aſcended the Throne, in which In- 
terval the three Kings William Rufus, Henry I. and 
Stephen, reign'd, that any thing material within the 
Limits 1 have preſerib'd myſelf; oceur'd, except that 
it is recorded by William of Malmsbury, who is ſaid 
to be Cotemporary with Stepben; that at Londum and 
Nie Trade was in a very flouriſhing Way, and 
conſrquently all over the Kingdom, and * 
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rag d and attended to. . 

From which Time to the Reign of Edward III. 
we find nothing particular in relation to the ¶ co- 
nomy of our Fleets; we are only inform'd, that in 
the reſpective intervening Reigns, to wit, of Henry 
II. Richard I. John, Henry III. Edward I. and II. 
Fleets were kept up, and that with the Aſſiſtance of 


the ſame, the ſecond Henry conquer d France, the 


firſt Richard, Cyprus, and defeated. the Egyptian 
Fleet; that John beat the French Fleet on the Coaſt 
of Flanders near Damme; that the third Henry's. 
Reign paſſed over without any remarkable Occur- 
rences; that in 1293 the firſt Edward beat the 
French Fleet, and guarded: his own. Coaſts with 
three Fleets, in the ſame Manner as Edgar did. 
Some Light indeed may be had into the State of 
our Naval Power, by the Account we have of. a 
pitch*'d Battle being fought in the Channel between 
the Engliſh and French, occaſion'd at. firſt by a 
private Quarrel between ſome Eugliſ and French 
Seamen in Normandy, which gradually. increas'd. to 
ſuch a Height, as brought on an Agreement. to 
fight it out with the whole Naval Force of both 
Kingdoms, when it ſeems the French were defeated 
with the Loſs of two hundred and forty Sail of 


Ships; but of what Number or Kind of Ships, ei- 


ther or both of theſe contending Fleets conſiſted, 
doth not any where appear. The Account of this 
Action is found in Valier of Heming ford, and in 
Megeray's Hiſtory of #fance abridg'd, Vol. II. p. 
777, and from them in the Lives of tbe Admirals, 
where it is particularly relatd t. 
: In this Reign there occur'd a very particular Caſe 
in relation to the Sovereignty of the Seas, which is 
recited at large in various Authors, as the Fzdera, 
&c. and quoted by Selden, &c. It appears by theſe, 
2. | R 4 that 


the fundamental Suppott of a Royal Fleet encou- | 
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that the ſeveral Commercial Kingdoms and States of 


Genoa, Catalonia, Spain, Germany, Zealand, Holland, 
Friezland, Denmark, Norway, &c. concurr'd in the 


Acknowledgment of the Britiſh Sovereignty, and 


referr*d the Inquiry into the Conduct of the French 
Admiral, Reyner Grimbaldi, or Grimbaltz, to Fob 
de Botefort, High Admiral of England, who con- 
demn'd him by a ſolemn Adjudication ; his great 
Crime being his aſſuming the Name, and uſing 
the Power of an Admiral on the Britiſh Seas, under 
a Commiſſion of the French King; and it appearing 
that Grimbaltz in his Plea did not pretend to plead 
his Commiſſion, or to diſpute the Britiſh Sove- 
reignty, and France likewiſe ſubmitting to the Judg- 
ment, renders this Point as an Argument quite in- 
diſputable, very beautifully expreſſes the ſingular 
Eſteem the Britiſh Naval Power was then held in, 
and conſequently that it was very important, tho? 
we can't aſcertain the Particulars. 


For the next twenty Years after the Death of the 


firſt Edward, which happen'd in July 1307, nothing 
memorable occurs relating to the Point in View. 
The Hiſtorians record the ſecond Eatward as an 
unhappy Prince, who in the Year 1327 reſign'd his 
Throne to his Son. 12 

The Reign of Edward III. furniſhes us with va- 
rious Lights into the then State of the Navy, and 
ſhews us on what Eſtabliſhment they were fitted out 
and furniſh'd for War, and what Numbers of Men 
they reſpectively bore ; but the Reader on ſeeing 
this Liſt is defir'd to take Notice, that the Men ap 
propriated are not for the Fighting, but only Jar 
Sailing of the reſpective Ships: This needs no other 
Authority, than what appears on the Face of the 
Liſt itſelf, where you ſee that 25 of the King's 
proper Ships, which upon an Average appears to be 
as large as thoſe fitted out by the Sea Ports _

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Here appears, upon the whole being; caſt up, but 


14,151 Men to 710 Ships, which makes — 


20 Men to a Ship, not more than one Third of 
what were neceſſary, though ſomething aboye my 
firſt Calculation. It. is therefore highly... probable, 
that their full Number amounted to three" times 
14,151. or 42, 453, which we will take without 
Fraftions at 66 Men. to a Ship, and from thence 
conclude the Ships to. be on an Average about x50 
Tons. My Reaſon for this is, that a Ship. of War 
now of 300 Tons is but barely mann'd-with 120 
Men; not that I at all doubt but ſome of Edwarg's 
Fleet were even above three hundred Tons, and 
carried more Men in Proportion than we do now, 
but then there were likewiſe ſeveral even under 50 
Tons, for certain Uſes; and in the whole I muſt 
beg Leave to think, that our Fleets were as potent 
as at this Day, though the individual Ships were not 
ſo large, and conſequently Commerce was then on 
as good a Footing as now, though not ſo flouriſhing 
as in the Days of Eggar. —_—— 
The Reaſon of Ships of War being generally 
ſmaller in thoſe Days than now, was . owing. to the 
different Uſage and Manner of Fighting: While 
Men fought only. with Hand-weapons, or Bows and 
Arrows, to have had. Ships of the ſame Magnitude 
as now would have been uſeleſs. The Saxons, if I 
am rightly inform'd, did not uſe Bows and Arrows; 
I think they came in uſe with William the Firſt, 
and that it was ſometime in the Reign of this Ed- 
ward that Gunpowder was firſt invented; that con- 
ſequently produc'd the Invention of proper Inſtru- 
ments where with to employ its Force: Theſe Inſtru- 
ments increas d from leſſer to greater, until they 
were improv'd into what we now call Cannon; and 
as the Uſe of them was found to be of the laſt Im- 
portance in Shipping, ſo it was preſum'd that the 
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more they could uſe of them in a Ship, of ſo much 
ter Power that Ship would be: But as the Num- 
ber of Cannon requir'd in proportion more Room in 
the Ships, ſo the Neceſſity of building them bigger 
became evident. However, I don't find any great 
Uſe made of them in Shipping, until the Reign of 
Hen. VIII. and even then Bows and Arrows were 
not quite laid aſide, as will appear in our Remarks 
on that Reign. Now as Ships of a leſſer Make were 
equally uſeful in thoſe Days, to anſwer all the Pur- 
poſes of War, ſo were they likewiſe more properly 
adapted than now for the Channel Service, as they 
could more conveniently, on any Emergency, run 
into the ſhallower Harbours ; which is one Advan- 
tage abſolutely loſt by the Increaſe of their Burden 3 
and every Seaman likewiſe knows, that a Ship which 
lies ſnug in the Water will hold her Wind much bet- 
ter than a lofty Ship, which was another Advantage 
eſpecially in the narrow Seas ; ſo that in the whole, 
Edward IIId's Navy was every way as uſeful to the 
State, and had many Advantages over the prefent 
Conſtitution, which is even run into an uſeleſs Exceſs, 
by building of Ships rather for Parade than Service, 
unleſs to accommodate and feed the Vanity of the 
Commanders, and to ſet the Nation a ſtaring at a 
Number of expenſive and uſeleſs Nothings, which 
are much more Charge to the Nation than more 
uſeful Ships would be. But of this more in its pro- 
per Place. | | 
There is one very remarkable Circumſtance that 
occurs, which if our Hiſtorians have given a juſt Ac- 
count of, will-convince the Reader that our Ships of 
War in thoſe Days were at leaſt as large as I have 
ſaid, and much better mann'd than the higheſt Num- 
bers I have given them: About the Feaſt of St. Joby 
the Baptiſt, the King in Perſon aboard, attack d 
with his Fleet, the French, off the Harbour of Slugs 
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in Flanders, flew near thirty thouſand of the Enemy, 
and took two hundred great Ships, on board one 
of which was found four hundred dead Bodies. 1 
believe the Reader will hardly diſpute, that whether 
we adjuſt our Power by the whole Fleet, or by ſingle 
Ships, it will be generally agreed our Force was 
near equal to that of the French, though more pro- 
bably ſuperior : And as one may be allowed to fur- 
mize, that not one half of the French Scamen were 
killed, ſo we may conclude that their whole Force 
was at leaſt fixty thouſand, and ours at leaſt ſo ma- 
ny. But when we come to conſider the Ship Which 
had four hundred Men killed on board, wemay fairly 
conclude, that we had Ships that carried as many Men, 
and, if that be true, were probably above 600 Tons, 
ſince Ships of War of that Burden now dom t carey 
above half the Number. But I ſuppoſe, as they 
had not Guns, they were more crowded with arm'd 
Men ; which, I think, evidently enough ſhows, that 
fixty-three Men was not an Over-rate upon an Ave- 
rage; nor are ſixty thouſand too many for the whole 
Fleet, though it will appear, in its proper Place, to 
be more than are now us'd. Zee 
This Reign preſents us with ſome very pleaſi 

Circumſtances in relation to the founding of our 
Woollen Manufactures, by means of the Flemmings, 
whom Edward brought out of Flanders, and eſtab- 
liſhed here, and from whom we learnt at leaſt the 
beſt Method of weaving and dreſſing Broad Cloaths. 
I very well know that we had Manufactures long 
before, but none ſo good as by means of the Fun- 
mings in this Reign; and thereupon ſhall only ob- 
ſerve, that mild and judicious Governments are the 
Mothers and Nurſes of Trade and Proſperity ; and 
that it is a very happy thing for any Nation to be ſo 
govern'd, while its Neighbours act on Principles 


more ſevere and rigid : Virtue and good _ - 
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ſuch Caſes meet their own Reward, and flouriſh and 
triumph over arbitrary Power and Tyranny. To the 
then brave, — — — we — the — 
ſequious Knee, next to aven, W preſents. 
— the Throne, adore as the Nation's better 
Genius, eclips'd by none but Elizabeth, whole ſhining 
Reign, and Acts, are rather to be conceived than re- 
corded; Angels might envy you both your acquir'd 
Glory. What we conceive even fromthe brightRa- 
diance of the Sun, is a dead Shadow, when compar d 
to the Luſtre wherewith you ſhine, in the Hearts of 
a grateful Poſterity, who participate of the Bleſſings 
ye both contributed to create for, and tranſmitted

In the Middle of the mournful Year 1977, this 
Prince was taken away, to walk on the ſpangled 
Pavement of the ſtarry Ether, and to be the Com- 
panion of Angels, leaving his ſolitary Subjects to 
weep away their Hearts, and to give the a 
Enemies of this Nation Means of recovering from 
the Terrors into which he had thrown them.

founded, about Diſcoveries to various Parts of 


America, in particular to the Northern; but as no- 
thing clear enough for me appears, I ſhall wave my 
Remarks on that Head. Rrobard was lucceeded by 
_ Henry IV. who was crowned the 13th of Ofeber 
1399; and as we find nothing material in this Reign, 


we ſhall paſs it over alſo, it being of no other Uk 
to our preſent Purpoſe, than for the Sake of Chro- 
nology. eh. 4s 

Henry V. aſcended the Throne 1413, and being 


of a martial Diſpoſition, turned his Thoughts to the 


entire Conqueſt of France ; for which -Purpoſe a 


Fleet was abſolutely neceſſary, tho' rather to tran- 


ſport his Troops than to fight at Sea; and for the 
Purpoſe of this Tranſportation, in the Vear 341g 


he got together 1600 Ships, which, tis ſaid, carried 


over 150,000 Men, which, if both Accounts be 


true, the Ships were very ſufficient for the Purpoſe, 
it being little more than thirty-one Men to a Ship, 
over and above the neceſſary People for ſailing them. 
But then if it be conſider'd, that Equipages, Stores 


and Horſes, took up many; or perhaps the Num- 


ber of both Ships and Men was calculated a little 
at Random; this therefore ſerves no other End 


but to ſhew, that we had till Plenty of Ships; and 
us. 
VII. an 


Interval of 87 Years, we find no particular Account 
of the [pp of our Shipping in Bignels 3 
though I don't in the leaſt doubt bus that they gra- 
dually improv'd through the whole Courſe of it, 
becauſe I find our Commerce very much extended, 
eſpecially to America, by Means of the Diſcoveries 


of 
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of Joby and: Sebaſtian Cabot, about the Year 1497 3 
and alfo becauſe Guns came to be us'd in Ships, 
which neceſſarily contributed to increaſe their Mag- 
nitude: And ſo it appears to be even in our trading 
Ships, which we find in the Reign of Henry VIII. 
to have been of 230 Tons Burden. But as to our 
Ships of War, they will be found greatly improv'd; 
and though perhaps not ſo big as even our three 
Deck Third Rates, yet they carried more Men, and 
were perhaps as large as any Ships need be. In this 
Reign of Hen. VIII. we find our Naval Affairs ap- 
proaching towards Form 'and Order ; the Cuſtom of 
Ports fitting out Ships ſeems to have been laid aſide, 
and the Naval and Military regularly maintain'd 
and ſupported, either by the Crown-Rents, or appro- 
priated Taxes, or perhaps both together, but under 
the immediate Eye of the Sovereign, ready on all 
Emergencies. A Navy-Office was now conſtituted, 
and Chatham, Portſmouth and Plymouth, eftabliſh*d 
as Royal Sea-ports, where the Men of War were 
built, and from thence occaſionally fitted out. But 
the want of curious Obſervers in thoſe Days, has left 
us much at a loſs to account for the then Regula- 
tions, to any kind of Exactneſs; nor can we learn 
the certain Number of Ships whereof the Fleet then 
conſiſted ; their Force and Magnitude we may in 
lome meaſure gueſs at, by means of an Incident, 
which gives us ſome Light into the Matter: Sir Ed- 
ward Howard was conſtituted High Admiral 4 Hen. 
VIII. and had under his Command about 20 Sail 
off from Breſt, in which Harbour the French had a 
much larger Fleet, which were preparing to come 
out; whereof Henry being inform'd, he caus'd 25 
Sail more to be fitted out at Plymouth, and ſent tothe 
Admiral's Aſſiſtance. Two of theſe Ships are ſaid 
to have been very large, the one called the Regent, 
commanded by Sir Thomas Knevet, and the other the 
Yor. II. 8 Severeign, 
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Sovereign, by Sir Charles Brandon. The French came 
out of the Harbour, and an Engagement enſued. 
The French Admiral was on board a Ship call'd che 
Cordelier, whoſe Complement, it is ſaid, was twelve: 
hundred Men, but at this Time had but nine hun- 
dred on board. The Number of Men aboard the 
Regent does not appear, except in the Conſequence. 
Theſe two Ships engag'd, board and board, as we 
phraſe it, and both took Fire and were burnt, with 
the Loſs of 1600 Men between them. Now ſup- 
poſing all the Men loſt on both Sides, then the Regent 
had 700 Men, which is near the Complement of our 
Second Rate Ships now; this in ſome. meaſure 
proves their Magnitude, Their Force can only be 
conjectur'd by this, that tis very probable they did 
not carry either ſo many or ſo large Guns as now, 
as not having had Leiſure thoroughly to underſtand 
the true Effect a great Weight of Metal might have 
on the Ships they were aboard of, which nothing 
but Time and Experience could ſafely eyince, ſince 
by the Rules of common Prudence firſt Experi- 
ments are always made on ſafe Principles. They 
conſequently made their Ports at larger- Intervals 
than we do now, and very probably their Guns 
were of · a leſſer Bore than is uſual now in Ships of 
the like Magnitude, and perhaps the Ships not ſo 
qudiciouſly built. I ſhall therefore in the whole beg 
Leave to conclude, that the Regent might poſſibly 
be as large, at leaſt, as our new Seventy-Gun Shi 
did not carry above ſixty Guns, and thoſe of a 
much leſs Bore than are now us'd in ſuch Ships; 
the reſt, I conceive, was made up by Men at Arms, 
and thoſe chiefly Bowmen and Swordſmen, the one 
for fighting at a Diſtance, the other for boarding 3 
for even Matchlock Muſquets ſeems not then to 
have been much in uſe, if at all. For Defence they 


had Pikes and Spears ; the firſt whereof have — 
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been long diſus'd in the Navy. This Way of 
Fighting oblig'd them to carry a greater Number 
of Men in proportion than now; and Experience 
has convinc'd us, that till very lately, we had got 
into ſuch an idle Extream, by halt manning our 
Ships, that the French had great Advantages over 
us; beſides the Diſuſe of ſmall Arms, which has too 
often prov'd fatal, as I ſhall ſhew when we come to 
ſpeak of more modern Engagements, 

We ſhall paſs over the Remainder of the Reign 
of Henry VIII. as alſo thoſe of Edw. VI. and Queen 
Mary, as producing no Materials whereby to aſcer- 
tain the State of the Navy, nor even of our Im- 
provements in Commerce, other than what are too 
general to regard, and only ſhew in the whole, that 
our Commerce was every Day extending itſelf, and 
various new Diſcoveries made to the Northward, 
and on the Coaſt of Guinea, 

Elizabeth aſcended the Throne in 1557, under 
Circumſtances that requir'd her utmoſt Care, Skill 
and Attention, and conſequently her Regard to Na- 
val Affairs muſt have duly affected her: Yet I 
know not how it is, that Hiſtory has ſome way or 
other ſo ſtated this Matter, that one really knows 
not what to make of it. Mr. Burchet indced gives 
us a State of the Navy in this Reign, to wit, in the 
Year 1573 ; but where he had it | know not. Ac-

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It is to be obſerv'd here, that Mr. Burchet gives 
his Liſt as of the Year 1573, fifteen Vears preceding 
this; and Elizabeth came to the Throne 1557, {ix+ 
teen Years preceding that Liſt of Mr, Burcbet's, in 
all 31 Years ; Henry VIII. died in -1546, which 
makes an Interval of eleven Years more, in all 42 
between Henry's'Death and the Spaniſo Invaſion in 
1388. All the Reign of Edward VI. was peace- 
able, and the Reign of Mary, conſidering ſhe had 
the Spaniſh Naval Power at her Command, in ſuch 
a Situation as did not require great Attention to 
Naval Improvements ; ſo that however the Ships 
might have been kept up in Henry's Days, in this 
Interval they were probably neglected, though for 
very different Reaſons in Elizabeth's Reign from 
thoſe of the others. To render this clear, I am 
oblig*d to turn Politician for a Moment, In all Go- 
vernments which have moſt of the Popular in their 
Conſtitution, Taxes are the great Biaſs; as theſe are 
higher or lower, the Governed are\pleas'd- or diſ- 
pleas'd with the Governing. Some Regard will be 
had to other Matters, but this Point of Taxes is 
much the ſuperior ; let theſe be eaſy, and all the 
reſt will be well enough: It is fo at this Day in 
Switzerland; it was ſo in England in Elizabeth's 
Days, and always will be ſo as long as the Popular 
predominates, and perhaps ſomething longer : This 
is what they call the Blood and Vitals of the People, 
and therefore that Prince who would be thought 
their Favourite, muſt not be too free with them in 
that Particular. Elizabeth underſtood this perfectly 
well; and eſteeming her People's Hearts as her 
prime Regard, conſidered her Navy only with a ſe- 
condary View: To raiſe it from a forty-two Years 
Decay, into as flouriſhing a Condition as it was in 
the Reign of her Father, was not to be done at a 
ſmall Expence; and ſhe knew the Danger attending 
S 2 | the 
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the levying of large Taxes too well to attempt it, 
while almoſt all the World abroad, and too many at 
home, were her Enemies. She knew at the ſame 
Time that her Subjects were well ſtor'd with defen- 
ſible Ships, and that both Ships and People were at 
the Service of the State, whenever they were juſtly 
requir'd ; and in other Cafes ſhe had too much Sa- 
gacity to want them : As they were not loaded with 
Taxes, their Wealth was always at her Service ; ſhe 
truſted thereto, rather than to her Authority, and 
thereby eſtabliſh*'d her Syſtem of Government on a 
firm and immoveable Baſis. Empincks fince her 
Time have given this another Turn ; they have firſt 
loaded the People with Taxes, and then ſquander'dthe 
Money away amongſt the moſt popular Leaders. 
This Syſtem is a temporary Expedient, and its Baſis 
a Quick-ſand. By the firſt, Eligabeth was a Match 
for all Europe, without either a regular Navy or 
Standing Army; by the laſt, every petty State is 
become a Match for us, with a potent regular Navy 
and a large Standing Army. Syſtems are beſt ſhewn 
by Contraſts, and brightned or clouded as they appear: 
properly diſpos'd by Light and Shade. This brings 
us to the Point in view. Mr. Burchet*s Liſt is that 
of the old Fleet rais'd by Henry, now in a great mea- 
ſure decay'd and uſeleſs ; Mr. Campbells Lift is that 
of a Fleet rais'd of a ſudden, on the Credit of the 
Hearts of the People ; yet even here appears to be 
17 and 16, 1. e. 33 of the Queen's Ships, perhaps 
the beſt condition'd and eaſieſt fitted up of the two 
laſt Articles in Mr. Burchet's Liſt, but don't at all 
ſhew Mr. Burchet's Liſt to be falſe : For by what the 
Regent and Severeign were in Henry's Time, we may 
- fre that large Ships were not unknown, or unus'd z 
and though it might not be practicable to fit them 
out on the Principles Elizabeth purſued, yet it proves 


not that they did'nt exiſt. Beſides the Policy _

thing itſelf; it was Winter Time, or What is worſe, 
near the Time of the Sun's paſſing the Equinox, 
which every Seaman knows to be very unfit for the 
Service of large Ships in the Channel, and ſo the 
Spaniards found it. Had Mr. Campbell conſider d 
all this, his wiſe Reflections might well have been 
ſpar d: And, as I conceive, Mr, Burchet had good 
Grounds for producing this Liſt ; yet as he has 
not produc'd his Authority, I don't fablolutely de- 
pend upon it; no more do I on Mr. Campbell's, 
which, as I faid before, is not grounded on bet- 
ter Authority than Mr. Burchet's, nor indeed 
have they any thing to do with one another; ſince 
tis plain we were not merely to uſe ſuch Ships as we 
had, but ſuch only of them as were proper, which 
three Deck Ships were not ; the Uſe of them even 
now at ſuch Seaſons, has been but very lately proy'd 
to be infinitely improper, was ſo then, and always will 
be ſo. | 

Elizabeth's Political Frugality diffuſes itſelf thro? 


all her Reign: Her Schemes were all of a-piece 


from Beginning to End; a Royal Fleet never ſub- 
ſiſted in her Time of any Conſequence, yet the 
Fleets of England did more Service than any Royal 
Fleets have ever done ſince. She wept, ſay our 
Hiſtorians, at the Death of Leiceſter, yet ſeiz'd on 
his Effects to pay his Debts to the State; (ſome- 
thing like it is ſaid concerning Sir Francis Drake ) and 
is related by way of Reflection. But what do theſe 
ſtrange Reaſoners mean, I hope, not that the Queen 
was unjuſt in ſo doing; her Love for the Man gave 
his Executors no Right to the publick Money; and 
ſhe muſt either have ſuffer*d them to have robb'd 
the Publick, or have done what ſhe did. This may 
be ſtrange Doctrine now-a-days, but tis true, and 
ſo true, that I hope no body lives, who is weak or 
diſhoneſt enough to diſpute it. 12 |

Elizabeth knew, that if ſhe made the People nch 
by Commerce, they would always have 'Shipk and 
Men ſufficient to defend it: Good Times produce 
Good-will, and Good-will good Officers. Here all 
the fine Circumſtances that form a happy, flouriſh- 
ing State were connected together, and \preſety'd 
uniform and of a- piece; Glory, Liberty and Com- 
merce were knit as cloſely together, as the Web of 
the Univerſe, incapable of being ſeparated by 
thing but the rude Intruſion of Folly and Tyranny, 
I ſhall conclude this Period by only obſerving, that 
however different the next Reign appear'd, when 
compar'd with this, in other Reſpects, yet as to the 
Care of keeping up a Navy, it ſeems to merit our 
Regard. ag; 

In the Reign of James I. were built ſeveral new 
Ships, one whereof is deſerib'd to be of 1400 
Tons *; her Length by the Keel 114 Feet, on the 
Beam 44 Feet, to carry 64 Guns, and was built at 
Wookwich by Maſter Phineas Pett, and nam'd the 
Prince.

If one was to judge by the Number of Men borne 
at Sea in each Ship, thoſe carrying 230 Men are 
equal to our old 50 Gun Ships, thoſe with 160 Men 
equal to our old 40 Gun Ships, that carrying 120 
equal to 20 Gun * and that having 300 Men 
equal to the old 60 Gun Ships in Queen Ames War.

The Deſire of having a Fleet independent of the 
Sea Ports, I take to have been the chief Reaſon of 
building theſe additional Ships; and to ſupport 
them, the old Scheme of Ship-Money was reviy d, 
which was not only the Foundation of the future 
Troubles of this Reign, but likewiſe the Cauſe of 
the King's loſing theſe Ships, whereof he was di- 
veſted by the Parliament. I ſhall not enter into 
any Argument on the Subject of Ship- Money; but 
as the thing itſelf may contribute both to help us in 
our Calculations, and to give us ſome Light into 
the State of the Navy in this Reign, I think it not 
amiſs here to preſent the Reader with à Liſt of

The Difference between the Current Expence 
then, and now, is very obvious: It it as 210,300 
is to 2, O80, ooo; beſides the different Charge in 
the ordinary  Dock-Yards, Sc. which now come 
alone to as much as the Current Expence did then; 
and the Difference of Intereſt of Money not above 
2 per Cent. for we have, beſides building of Ships 
too large and expenſive, now made the whole Globe, 
in ſome Senſe, our own Coaſt. But how far the Ex- 
tenſion of our Trade anſwers the Difference of the 
Expence, doth not properly come in here, ſo is left 
to another Kind of Enquiry. I have often thought 
our Firſt and Second Rate Ships reſembled a great 
Houſe built on a ſmall Eſtate, which the Owner has 
mortgag' d to pay his Workmen, and which when 
finiſh'd is more for Show than Uſe. This Remark 
will appear but too glaring, when we come to ſee 
in its proper Place, how little the Uſe and Expence 
of theſe Sort of Ships tally together. | 

From- the Time that the unhappy Diſputes 
between this King and his Parliament came to

The Year 1660 opened with the Reſtauration of 
Charles II. a Prince who was thus far happy in being 
baniſh*d for a Time, that it gave him Leiſure to think 


of Science, and to ſtudy ſo much of Naval Affairs, as 


to make him more a Maſter of Maritime Know- 
ledge, than any Prince had been ſince the Con- 
queſt, Howfar particular Politics biaſs*d him, does 

not 
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not regard the preſent Matter, ſince we ate only to 
ſpeak of the Maritime Affairs of his Reign, and that 
too in a particular Light. The Affairs of the Navy 
were at, this Time reduc'd into that Form and Order 
we now ſee them, as will appear when we come 
to ſpeak more particularly of the Offices, Dock. 
yards, Manner of Building, c. In the Year 1665 
we find at Sea 114 Ships of War and Frigats, with 
28 Fire-ſhips and Ketches, bearing about 22,000 
Men; by which we muſt conclude, that the greateſt 
Part of them were of ſmall Force, though ſome pretty 
large; for the Admiral-ſhip; the Royal Charles, carryed 
go Guns; and *tis a pity but we had a complete Liſt 
of the reſt. However, it will not be amiſs 
ſhew of what Kind of Ships they probably conſiſt- 
ed ; in order whereto we muſt obſerve, that 142 
Ships bearing 22,c00 Men, is not quite 155 Men 
to a Ship; but then taking away 28, the Number 
of the Fire-ſhips, Fc. which hardly bore above 35 
Men each, there will remain for the 114 Ships 
21,120 Men, which, on an Average, will be 18; 
Men to a Ship. We ſhall find by the Lifts that will 
appear hereafter, that *tis not probable that more 
than 60 of theſe were of the Line, ſuppoſing all we 
had of fuch Rank were at Sea, and in the ſame 
Place at one Time, which is hardly to be preſum'd: 
But taking this for granted, then 60 Ships, with 
300 Men each, and 54, with 60 Men each, will to- 
gether bear 21240 Men, which is 120 more than 
allotted, The Third Rates then bore 360, and the 
Fourth about 220 Men, on an Average; and of 
ſuch was the Line chiefly compos'd. 

We find ſoon after this, that the Dutch Fleet con- 
ſiſted of 91 Ships, carrying together 4716 Guns, 
and 22,462 Men; which is go Guns, and 246 Men 
to each Ship, on an Average: By which it appears, 
that the Dutch Fleet of 91 Ships was as ſtrong as

I have not follow'd this Calculation in the Averages 
above, of the Line of Battle nor Fire-ſhips : In the

The Remainder of the Ships were ſo out of Repair, 
that it would have coſt 120,000 /. to refit them, be- 7 
ſides the Expence of Sea Stores, of which the Ma- 
gazines had not to the Value of 3000 J. The thirty 
new Ships were ſuffered to rot in their Harbours, 
and ſome of them reported to be ſinking at their 
Moorings; yet above 60, ooo J. had been ſpent in 
their building, and 70, ooo l. more was demanded to 
compleat them, which exceeded the true Eſtimate 
170, ooo. The Managers of the Navy had re- 
ceived 400, ooo J. per Annum for its Uſe during the 
Commiſſion. | 
' © Mr. Pepys attempts by this to throw an Odium on he 
the Commiſſioners, in particular on Mr. Finch, 2 V 
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had the Management the greateſt Part of theſe five 
Years. It is not my Buſinefs to engage in the Ar- 

ument, or perhaps I could ſhow other Reaſons 
- the bad Condition of the Fleet: Tho' it is very 
ſtrange, that thirty new Ships ſhould rot, and be 
ready to ſink at their Moorings in five Years, in 
part of which Time they ſeem to have been build- 
ing. It ſeems Mr, Pepys was now out of Place, and 
his Memoirs ſhew he was very angry at it; but, 
according to his own Account, Affairs did not 
much mend when he came in again, He ſays, when- 
the Duke of Monmouth landed, there was but one- 
Fourth, and not one Fifth Rate in Condition to put 
to Sea, However, it will appear that there was a 
very pretty Fleet at Sea ſoon after. The Duke of 
York came to the Crown Feb. 1685, and in April 
1686 there were ſeveral new Regulations made in 
the Navy: The Builders were calld upon for their 
Opinion in relation to the Plank proper for Shipping, 
and the Pay and Allowance of the Naval Comman- 
ders regulated ; the Account whereof, and of the 
Condition of the Fleet, was as follows.

that the white Crown Planks of Pruſſia, and the 


black Bohemia, do, in their Durableneſs, equal, ot ra- 
ther exceed that of our Engliſh Production of like 
Dimenſions ; which we conceive to ariſe from this plain 
Reaſon, vis, That the foreign Oak being of much 
quicker Growth than ours, their Trees arrive at a 
Stature capable of yielding Plank of theſe Meaſures, 
white they are yet in their found and vigorous State 
of growing; whereas that of England advancing in 
its Growth more ſlowly, arrives not at theſe Dimen- 
ſioas, till it be come to, or rather is paſt the full of 
its Growth; fifty Years ſufficing for raiſing the fo- 
reign to what the Engliſh will not be brought to in 
an hundred and fifty, Ko RV 
But whether we are right or not in this Reaſon- 
mg, it is upon daily Experience moſt evident, that 
our Eez/t India, and other Ships of greateſt Burden, 
built with this large foreign Plank, well choſen, prove 
in their Durableneſs without Exception. Variety of 
Inſtances lying before us of Ships built wholly of 
Engliſh Stuff, as well in his Majeſty's Yards as Mer- 
chants, which have periſh'd in half the Time others 
of like Burden, compos'd wholly of foreign, have 
been obſerv*d to do. 

From hence alſo it is, that tho* Engliſh Plank of 
ſhort Lengths, cut out of young growing Timber, 
is manifeſtly better than Eaſt Country, and therefore 
is preferr*d thereto in laying of a Gun-Deck, as far 
as the three Streaks next the Ship's Sides, where 
ſhort Stuff will ſerve (the Quality of its Wood bear- 

ing better with being kept well and dry, as it ge- 
nerally is in that Place; ) yet where (upon the 
ſame Gun-Deck) long Plank is neceſſary, _ 
orcigh 
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foreign Growth is, for Strength and Duration, al- 
ways preferr'd, from the Reaſon (as we conceive) 
before given, namely, of its being cut while in its 
Vigour ; which the Engliſh will not admit ſo as 
bear thoſe Scantlings. 4 I 

And to this is to be further added, the general 
Wanineſs, Want of Breadth at the Top End, and 
ill Method of Connection of our Eugliſb Plank; 
daily Practice ſnewing, that twenty Load of foreign, 
ſhall, in working, go further upon a Ship's Side or 
Deck, than an hundred Loads of like Lengths of 
Engliſh, after its Wanes and other Defects ſhall be 
cut away. ; 

Moreover, it is yet to be noted, that in Planking 
of a Ship with foreign Plank, the Builder ſhall not 
be driven to putin above three or four Pieces, where 
in a like Ship done with Eugliſb, he ſhall be oblig*d 
to uſe an hundred; to the no leſs Impairment of 
the Strength of the Work, than Increaſe of its 
Charge both in Stuff and Labour. | | 

So that upon the whole, our unanimous 2 
is, That large Planks, well choſen of the foreign 
Growths beforementioned, is in its Service, at leaſt 
as durable, in its Coſt leſs chargeable, and the Uſe 
of it (through the Scarcity of Engliſh) become at 
this Day indiſpenſable, 8.

It is aſtoniſhing with what Views, in our 
Treaties with any Powers, but more eſpecially with 
the French, we ſhould require any Aid of their 
Shipping, ſince ſo doing is only ſerving ſome plti- 
ful temporary Purpoſe to ourſelves, while on the 
other ſide we are conttybuting to raiſe and diſcipline 
the Naval Power of our Neighbours, which is the 
Baſis of our own Deſtruction.

Neceſſity, I ſay, occaſion'd us to be very atten- 
tive to our Naval Affairs during this Reign, as the 
late had rais'd a Power againſt us we knew not how 
to cope with, and in the firſt great Battle off Beachy 
Head, beat both us and the Dutch; but we afterwards 
retriev'd this fatal Affair, and by the mere Favour 
of Providence, at the Battle of La Hogne put a full 
Stop to the Career of Gallic Naval Glory: Our firſt 
and ſecond Rates continue the fame to this Day, 
except the reducing two of our firſt into that of the 
ſecond Rates; and the ſame* thing may be ſaid of 
our third Rates; but as to the fourth Rates, and ſo 
downwards, they have multiplied conſiderably, both 
in Number and Magnitude. In the Time of Queen 
Ame they improv'd very little; but wiſer Councils 
have ſince perceiv'd the Neceſſity of building more 
Ships of a ſmaller Rate.

| E RE let me take up a little of your Time, 
by acquainting you that her Majeſty was 
pleaſed to eſtabliſh ſix Marine Regiments; but they 
were put on a different Foot than thoſe which were 
thought neceſſary at the Beginning, but diſcontinu. 
ed before the Cloſe of the laſt War; for as the Sol. 
diers were formerly diſcharged from the Regiments; 
and enter'd on the Ships Books as Fore-maſt Men, 
when they had qualified themſelves to ſerve as ſuch, 
and Money allow'd to the Officers to procure others 
in their Room; ſo now when any of the Marine 
Soldiers died, or were otherwiſe miſſing, the Com- 
panies were only made full by Levy-Maney to the 
Officers, without any Regard to their being a Nur- 
ſery for Seamen, which was one of the princi 
Motives for the firſt raiſing ſuch a Body of Men. 
The Charge of theſe Regiments was defrayed by 
the Navy, (as being part of the Men voted by Par- 
hament for Sea Service) and Money was ifſued out 
from time to time by the Treaſurer thereof, by 
Warrants from the Lord High Treaſurer, to a Per- 
ſon particularly appointed to receive and pay the 
fame, ſo that the Navy-Board, who (as —_ the 
Admiralty) were in the former War put to conſi · 
derable Trouble on this Account, had no other now, 
than the ordering the Payment of Money from time 
to time in groſs Sums ; and that the Reader may be 
inform'd what the annual Charge of theſe Regiments 
was, I have hereafter inſerted the Eſtabliſhment, and 
in the next Place the Rules appointed by her Maje- 


ſty for their Government, viz. 


1 ERabliſoment 
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Experience hath ſhewn that theſe Regiments have 
been very uſeful, but more eſpecially upon fitting 


out Squadrons of Ships for any immediate Expedi- 


tion; for as they are conſtantly quartered, when not 
at Sea, as near the principal Ports as poſſible, name- 
ly, Plymouth, Portſmouth, and Chatham, ſo were they 
with great Facility put on board ſuch Ships as had 
moſt Occaſion for them, for they were under the im- 
mediate Direction of the Admiralty ; and the Rules 
and Inſtructions for the better Government of them, 
ſettled by her Majeſty in Council the firſt of July, 
1702, were as follows; viz. 

1. They were to be employed on board her Ma- 
jeſty's Ships, as there ſhould be Occaſion, and quar- 
tered (as I have already ſaid) at, or as near as might 
be to the Dock Yards, when on ſhore, to guard 


them from Embezlements, or any Attempts of an 


Enemy. 

2. In all Matters relating to their Subſiſtence 
and Clearings, when on board and on ſhore, they 
were to be paid in like Manner as the Land Forces, 
and the ſame Deductions to be made from them for 
Cloathing, and one Day's Pay, once a Year, from 
each Officer and Soldier for the Hoſpital. 

3. They were to be allow'd an equal Proportion of 
Proviſions with the Seamen, without any Deductions 
from their Pay for the ſame. | 

4. And to have the ſame Allowance for ſhort 
Proviſions as the Seamen, to be paid to themſelves, 
or their Aſſigns. | 

5. Such Part of the Regiments as ſhould be on 
ſhore were to be muſter d by a Commiſſary, or Com- 
miſſaries, in the fame Manner as the Land Forces, 


excepting in this Caſe, that they the ſaid Commiſ- 


ſaries were oblig'd to allow, at each Muſter, on his 
or their Rolls, all ſuch Officers and Soldiers as ſhould

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out of all Monics iſſued to him, in the ſame Manner 
as the Poundage is deducted from the Land Forces. 
9. For rendering ſuch Part of the Regiments as 
ſhould be on ſhore the more uſeful, her Majeſty de- 
clared it ſhould be left to herſelf, or the High Ad- 
miral, to diſpoſe of them at ſuch Places neareſt to 
the ſeveral Dock- Yards. as might be judged moſt 
convenient: And ſince there might be Occaſion for 
Labourers to diſpatch neceſſary Works, her Maje- 
ſtyempowered her High Admiral, or Commiſſioners 
for executing that Office, to cauſe to be employed in 
the aforeſaid Dock-Y ards, ſo many of the Marine Sol- 
diers as ſhould be judged fitting, and to make them 
ſach daily Allowance for the ſame, beſides their or- 
dinary Pay, as to him or them ſhould ſeem rea- 
fonables* i 2 r.

And for the better regulating of theſe Regiments, 
his Royal Highneſs, as Lord High Admiral, empow- 
ered Colonel William Seymour (Brigadier, and ſince 
Lieutenant-General of her Majeſty's Forces) to take 
upon him the Command of them, and not only to 
ſee that they were well quartered, but that the re- 
ſpective Officers diligently attended their Duty, and 
that, when ordered on board her Majeſty's Ships, 
the Soldiers were ſupply'd with proper Sea Cloaths, 


Cheſts, and other Neceſſaries. 


This was reviving the ancient Cuſtom on a new 
Plan; its Utility has been ſufficiently prov'd, and 
there is nothing wanting, but to carry this Scheme a 


little farther, and to improve the Manner of the 


Eſtabliſnment, in order to have our Navy always 
ready and fit for Service; which I leave to the Con-

Cap. 2. the Commiſſioners have veſted in them the 
full Power of Lord High Admiral, with all the 
Rights and Perquiſites of Admiralty; but the Per- 
quiſites are of late Years, on every new Commiſſion 
being made out, reſign'd by ſome Deed or Writing 

to the Crown. FE til 4 
The Juriſdiction of Lord High Admiral is over 
Great Britain, Ireland and Wales, with the Domi- 
nions and Iſlands of the ſame as alſo New England, 
New York, Eaſt and Weſt Ferſey, Jamaica, Virgi- 
nia, Barbadoes, St. Chriſtopher's, Nevis, Montſerat, 
Bermudas and Antigua, in America, and Guinea, 
Binny and Angala, in Africa, with the Iflands and 
Dominions of the ſame ; and all and ſingular other 
Plantations, Dominions and Territories whatſoever 
in Parts beyond the Seas, in the Poſſeſſion of any of 

tis Majeſty's Subjects. 8 
The Lord High Admiral, in his Military Capa- 
city, has the general Direction of the Affairs of the 
Navy, altho' ſometimes the Sovereign interferes by 
his Secretaries of State, and directs the Motions of 

the Fleet. 
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The firft Lord or Commiſſioner of the Admiralty 
is in effect Lord High Admiral, having the fi 
Direction of the Board, and diſpoſes Affairs at his 
Pleaſure, except that no Orders or Commiſſions are 
valid ſign'd by him alone, it being neceſſary for two 
more to ſign with him; notwithſtanding which he 
is not to be controul'd by them.

Perſon as his Majeſty directs, whereby he is appoint- 
ed Admiral and Commander in Chief of the Fleet 
for the Expedition whercon it is deſigned : And 
ſuch Admiral, when out of the Britiſb Channel, ap- 

ints all Officers, as Vacancies happen, who are con- 
firmed by the Admiralty in Courſe, unleſs any very 
material Objection occurs. 

The Officer ſo appointed is uſually furniſhed with 
full Power to hold Court Martials, and generally ap- 
points his Secretary the Judge Advocate : But any 
Officer may hold Court Martials, whom the Admi- 
ralty impower, though he be but a private Captain ; 
but the Judge Advocate at home is appointed by 
the Admiralty. : 

When any Naval Buſineſs is to be tranſacted, as 
building, repairing, fitting out, or victualling Ships 
of War, the Admiralty direct their Orders to the 
proper Officer. 

They likewiſe direct their Warrant to the Maſter- 
General of the Ordnance, for fuch Guns and Gun- 
nery Stores as are wanting in the Navy. 

They alſo by their Warrant direct the Commiſ- 
ſioners of the Navy to appoint Officers in the Dock- 
Yards, Rope-Yards, c. as likewiſe all ſtanding Of- 
ficers aboard Ships of War, as Purſers, Gunners, 
Boatſwains, and Carpenters; but the Maſters, 
Surgeons and Cooks are appointed by the Navy

2. To bring ſuch Prizes as they take either to 
ſome Part of this Kingdom, or to carry them to any 
of his Majeſty's foreign Colonies and Plantations, 
where there are Courts of Admiralty, as it may be 
moſt convenient for them, in order to their being 
legally adjudged. And here it may not be impro-

The curious Reader will naturally obſerve, that the 
above Proportions are in no Senſe adequate to the 
Tonnage, nor will produce any thing like the ſpe- 
cify'd Burden, according to the Rule given: He wil 
hkewiſe obſerve, that there could be no Difficulty in 
meaſuring the Length of the Keel, nor of the 
Breadth of the Beam, and conſequently that the 
Difficulty muſt lie in meaſuring the Depth of the 
Hold, becauſe of the Manner of placing Decks in

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Of the Navy-OFrPIcCE, 


H E firſt Office immediately under the Di- 
J rection of the Admiralty is that of the Na- 
vy, ſituate in Crutebed-Friars. The principal Build- 
ing is extremely neat, regular, and plain: It ſtands 
in the Center of a handſome little pav'd Square, 
and looks like an eminent Mathematician with all 
his Apparatus about him; every Side of the Square 
being furniſh'd with Buildings appertaining thereto. 
The Gate that opens to the Front of the principal 
Building is in Crutched-Friars: There is another 
opens into Mark- Lane, and a Back-Door into 
Tower-Hill, The Entrance from Crutched-Friars is 
quite handſome ; it leads directly up to the great 
Hall, where the great Stair fronts you, and leads 
up to the Room where the Commiſſioners fit, and 
to the Offices where the Clerks more immediately 
attending on the Commiſſioners, | as for making 
out Bills, Warrants, Fc. do their Buſineſs ; and on 
each Side of the Hall below are other Offices, as 
the Surveyors, Ec. On the Sides of the Square to- 
wards Crutched- Friars, and Part towards k-Lane, 
are various others, as the Ticket-Office, Sc. There 
are likewiſe Houſes for the principal Commiſſion- 
ers, with Out-houſes and ſuitable Conveniencies. 
When the principal Building, with all its Conve- 
niencies round, were erected as they now appear, 
occurs not, nor is it very material. The Office 
was firſt conſtituted by Henry VIII. but the Na- 
ture of its firſt Eſtabliſhment does not appear to 
me: The preſent Conſtitution is as follows,

but that The four before · mentioned preſide at the 
Board, and any three of the whole Number (the 
Treaſu rer excepted in Matters relating to eee 
are a Quorum. 3 
But the Multiplicity of Buſineſs, eſpecially dur- 

ing the two laſt Wars with France, made it abſo- 
lutely neceflary to add a conſiderable Number of- 
Commiſſioners to aſſiſt the principal Officers, inſo- 

much that there was one particularly appointed to 
aſſiſt the Comptroller in that Branch of his Office 
which relates to the Treaſurer's Accounts, another 
in thoſe of the Stores, and a third for examining into 
the Accounts of the Victualling. There was alſo 
another Commiſſioner appointed for ſome time to 
aſſiſt the Clerk of the Acts, but that Officer hath 

been for ſeveral Years diſcontinued, and in his ſtead! 
there is at this time an Aſſiſtant allowed only, at the 

Sl 300 J. per Annum. 

There were alſo, during ſome Part of the Wat, f 
two Surveyors of the Navy; but there being at this: 
time only one, an extraordinary Inſtrument is allow- 
ed him, with a Salary of 130 J. per Annum; and in 
like Manner, upon reducing the Number of Com- 
miſſioners of the Navy, (for in Time of War there 
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were ſeyeral who had no particular Branches aſſigned 
them) an Aſſiſtant is allowed to the Comptroller of 
the Victualling Accounts, with a Salary of 300 J. a 
Year ; ſo that, beſides the Treaſurer, 363 * 
Surveyor, and Clerk of the Acts of the Navy, and 
the Comptrollers of the Treaſurer's, Store-keeper's, 
and Victualling Accounts, there is but one more 
principal Officer and Commiſſioner at the Board, 
who, together with the ſaid Comptroller of the Vic- 
tualling Accounts, (beſides their reſpeftive Duties as 
Commiſſioners) and another Gentleman added to 
them, (who hath not the Title of a Commiſſioner 
of the Navy) are appointed to manage the Buſineſs 
of. fick and hurt Seamen, as well as th@® of Pri- 
ſoners at War, and Tranſportation of Forces, which 
in time of great Action were performed by particu- 
lar Commiſſions. | 
Beſides the aforementioned principal Officers and 
Commiſſioners of the Navy reliding in Town, there 
is one Who has his Reſidence at Chatham, another 
at Portſmouth, a third at Phmcuth, and a fourth at 


© Deptford and Wealwich, whoſe Buſineſs is more 


immediately to inſpect into the Affairs of the Yards 
there, and the Conduct of the Officers belonging 
thereunto; but, when in Town, they have the fame 
Right of ſitting and acting at the Board as any the- 
other Members thereof. 5 

Near to the Navy- Office, 404 as I conceive, ap- 
purtenant thereto, f is the Office for making up the 
Accounts of, ſick and wounded Seamen, as the ſame 
are returned from the reſpective Hoſpitals, which is 
uſually under the Direction of three Commiſſioners, 
and is at the Back-Door of the Navy Office next 
Were. Hill.

HIS Office is ſituate on Toter-Hill, near the 

Bottom of the Minories. The preſent Com- 
miſſioners, and other Officers and Servants, are in- 
ſerted in the following Liſt. The Commiſſioners 
are conſtituted by a joint Commiſſion, by Virtue of 
a Warrant from the Office of the Lord High Ad- 
miral, in the King's Name, to the Attorney-Gene- 
ral, authorizing him to prepare a Bill to paſs the 
Seals, in the ſame Manner as for the Patents to the 
principal Officers and Commiſſioners of his Maje- 
ſty's Navy. And as the Officers of the reſpective 
Dock- Yards, and Rope-Yards, are under the Lord 
High Admiral principally, but immediately under 
the Directions of the Navy-Board, ſo have the Com- 
miſſioners of the Victualling their Agents at the ſe- 
veral Ports in England, Ireland, the Weſt- Indies, Gi- 
braltar, Liſbon, and Port- Mahon, and at various other 
Places occaſionally, as the ſeveral Diſpoſitions of 
our Fleets may require. There was formerly only 
a Cutting or Slaughter-Houſe belonging to this Of- 
fice, the baking of Biſcuit, and brewing of Beer, 
being uſually perform'd by Contract; but that ſeems 
to be now alter'd, and tranſacted by their own 
Servants. The general Contracts, I think, are made 
at the Navy-Board, and the Treaſurer emits Bills 
for the Payment at a Time limited; which Time 
being expir d, and the ſame not paid, they bear an 
Intereſt; but that ſeldom happens, for Reaſons 1 
ſhall give in its proper Place.

for the Time being, the Treaſurer, Commiſſioners, 
Pay maſter and ' Caſhier- of the Navy for the Tune 
being, twenty Captains, ten Lieutenants, five Maſ- 
ters, five Boatſwains, five Gunners, five Carpenters, 


five Purſers, and five Surgeons of the Navy, (which 
ſeveral Officers are to be the eldeſt of their 
Stations ;) who are conſtituted Governors of this 
Corporation ; out of whom, are appointed a Pre- 
ſident, two Vice-Preſidents, a Treaſurer, and' fif- 
deen 
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teen Aſſiſtants, as a Committee, for the 
ment of all the Affairs belonging to this 
1 Lord High Admiral, or the girl Commil- 
ſioner of the Admiralty; to be always the Preſident ; 
and the Treaſurer of the Navy, to be always tlie 
Treaſurer ; but the two Viee-· Preſidents and fiſteen 
Aſſiſtants are to be elected annually. And by tlie 
laudable Orders made by this generous Corporation, 
no Officer, or Servant employ*'d therein, ſhall re- 
ceive any Sal Reward, nor Gratuity, the whole 
Buſineſs: thereof being to he tranſacted gras. 

The firſt Step taken by the Governors: of tfüs 
Charity was, to for ſuch Widows; whofe 
Huſbands: died ſince the Date of the aforeſaid: Let- 
ters Patent; who in the firſt Year amounted: to 
twenty-four in Number, to whom Penſions were 
allow d, according to the following Regulations, 
viz, To the Widow of a Captain, 48. per Annumn : 
To the Widow. of a Lieutenant, or Maſter, god. 
and to the Widow of a Boatſwain, Gunner, Car- 
penter, Purſer, Surgeon, ſecond Maſter of a Yatchr, 
or Maſter of a Naval Veſſel appointed by the Navy 
Board, 20/. per Annum. 

And the Lords Commiſſioners aforeſaid, commi- 
ſerating the unhappy Circumſtances of many 
Widows, whoſe Huſbands died before the Eſtabliſh- 
ment of the Corporation, who therefore could receive 
no Benefit from die Fund; which was wholly appro- 
priated for the Relief of ſuch poor Widows of Offi- 
cers, who had paid towards the Support thereof; 
the annual Produce of which, upon a Medium, did 
not exceed 1200/, Wherefore the ſaid Commiſ- 
ſioners renew'd their Applications to his Majeſty, 
who was graciouſly pleas'd to recommend chele Caſe 
to the Parliament; who thereupon granted, That 
None Seaman be allow'd upon the Pooks of every

By this Grant, the Widows Fund was ſo conſi- 
derably augmented, that the Governors thereof ad- 
vertis'd, for the Widows of all Commiſſion and 
Warrant Officers of the Navy, whoſe Huſbands 
died before the Erection of the aforeſaid Corpora- 
tion, to bring in their reſpective Claims; which be- 
ing readily comply'd with, they were found to 
amount to above ſix hundred in Number; which 
idows are allow'd ſmall Penſions, according to 
their Rank. The Number of Widows, at preſent 
eee for by this Charity, are about ſeven hun- 
dred. | | 
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
